WEXaOMANTIK (1988) Finally, throw away that unwatchable 
The film everyorie has been waiting for , mastered from 3/4" and 
tastelessly (but professionally) packaged. Now you can read the 
subtitles! Probably THE sickest film ever produced. o^^ers, wil l not be 
filled unless you state you are over 18 years of age. 
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XETER FONDA was Hell's Angel leader Heavenly Blues in THE WILD ANGELS, Paul 
Groves, a TV commercial director on acid in THE TRIP, and Wyatt/ Captain America in EASY 
RIDER, all influential hits and PSYCHOTRONIC classics. Fonda biker posters were on walls 
everywhere during the late 60s and in real life, he hung out with The Beafles and The Byrds and 
was busted. Although his father was more famous and his sister managed to be even more 
controversial, it was Peter who symbolized the counter-culture at the nations driye-in screens. After 
producing EASY RIDER he directed three features and starred in more drive-in hits. These days 
he's still busy acting in films around the world and is finishing his autobiography. Writer Lowell 
Goldman, who has written for Preview, Cinefantastique and Starlog, interviewed Fonda. 

Paul NASCHY was the most famous horror star in Europe during the 70s, known for 
playing El Hombre Lobo/the wolfman and other tradiUonal monsters and killers. The former 
weightlifter and extra (in Nicholas Ray epics) wrote and directed mariy of his own films. 
Although he's not well known in America, in recent years dozens of his movies have been 
released here on tape. Many of them seem like out of control Hammer period films, load^ with 
still surprising serious sex and violence. During the 80s, he made some bizarre Japanese/Spanish 
co-productions. Lucas Balbo, a horror expert and publisher from France, interviewed Naschy in 
his native Spain. The interview is followed by possibly the most complete Naschy filmography 
ever printed to help you sort out all those retitled tapes. 

Fanzines covering horror, exploitation, science fiction, action, fantasy... (or 
PSYCHOTRONIC) movies are flourishing worldwide these days. Although they've been around 
at least since the early 60s, many of the current fanzines are rooted in the late 70s/early 80s 
period, when millions of new fans discovered video tapes, gore movies, and the misusal concept 
of so-bad -it's-good movies. Many simply review tapes and movies, some are very specialized. In 
this issue we provide ordering and subscription information for dozens of North American zines. 
Find out how to order publications about martial arts movies, Italian westerns, European horror, 
Mexican horror, juvenile delinquents... You don’t need quotable mainstream media star 
reviewers. You need more fanzines! 

C REDIT Where Credit Is Due ri^pt fiRKC. GOODSRLL. who has written for many 
other fanzines, was the person who interviewed Susan Tyrrell (PV#6). He was ripped off by an 
(CX-) friend of his who transcribed his audio tape and sent it to me (along with some photos, 
which were correctly credited), claiming the interview as his own. Lots of long distance calls, 
form letter hate mail (even from shark-like, uninvolved parties) and bad feelings resulted. I could 
publish an arUcle about the whole mess ("PUBLISHING NIGHTMARE!"), but it could get 
pretty boring and I think the simple facts should do. Eventually I had a talk with Susan Tyrrell 
herself who said without hesitation, "He (Goodsell) deserves all the aedit" and called the other 
guy "a creep" She was great to talk to and said she misses New York but loves Venice, CA. I 
hope she’s signed to the best possible movie roles in the future. The interview itself was great and 
I know many readers enjoyed it As editor, I did research and added lots of information and facts 
(as I usually do), which explains my secondary credit. I apologize to Goodsell for believing his 
convincing thief friend and not giving him proper credit in the last issue.

IT JL ANY people apparently saw me "reporting" from the ruins of 42nd St. on THE 
MOVIE CHANNEL (not Showtime!) in July. New York's 42nd Sl between 7th and 8th Avc. 
now has exactly 4 theatres that are still open (not counting a few showing pom) and they show 
pretty much what all the other theatres do - mainstream hits. If you’re visiting Manhattan, this 
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PSYCHOTRONIC VIDEO 


might be the last year to take a look the rundown grindhouses and dives on the the famous 
deuce. The Manhattan movie scene is constantly changing. The Bleeker (2 screens) recently 
closed (one of its last features was FRANKENHOOKER), but the Film Forum (2 more) has re- 
opened at a new location and plans an A.I.P. series. Meanwhile, in July, the D.A. in Munich 
went to the WERSTATTKINO (a great revival theatre) and seized a print of William Lustig's 
MANIAC (starring Joe Spinell) claiming it glorified violence. He also took other prints and 
some press material, (this info is from Michael Langer of HOWL magazine). 

I wish we could have been at the Fanex Convention in Baltimore this August, but I'm 
proud to announce that PSYCHOTRONIC was voted best semi-pro magazine there. 
PSYCHOTRONIC also made it to the pages of BRITISH VOGUE (!) - in a July Trash Culture 
article featuring Traci Lords, and THE WALL ST. JOURNAL (!) - in a July 2 article about 
small indy video stores, especially our advertiser VIDEO VAULT.

#205, LA., CA 90028. DARK DREAMS producer/director Mark Sheperd has gone on to 
direct episodes of MONSTERS and TWIN PEAKS. Those of you that want to pay somebody 
else to film your horror saeenplays will be happy to know that we received the ai'ess for 
W.A.V.E. PRODUCTIONS (see PV #6) and it's - R.D. #4, Box 207, Centerline, New Jersey 
08318. They also have 5 completed films for sale to people 21 or over: TWISTED TEENS, 
DUNGEON OF DEATH, SLEEPOVER MASSACRE, WAVE OF TERROR (4 shorts) and a 
double bill of WITCHFINDER and STALKED!

CAREY 

Loved the interview with Timothy Carey, one of my long 
time favorites. I attended a screening of TARZANA in 1983 
two days after I moved to Los Angeles. Sat next to Tom Waits 
and Lisa Blount and marvelled at the Carey magic. A fitting 
introduction to Hollywood. - Mark Verhelden (Pasadena, CA) 

Where else could I open a magazine and see Charles 
Napier’s smiling face greeting me? I knew Timothy Carey had 
to have an interesting story behind him what with a 
Kubrick/M onkees/Zappa connection. Years ago, I was looking 
through a (3 for a quarter) stack of 45s at a flea market when I 
happened to spy How’s Your Bird?/ The World’s Greatest 
Sinner. Imagine my surprise when I saw the writer credit! - 
Robert Kaelin (Forest Hills, NY) 

There’s a wonderful Tunothy Carey anecdote in (the British 
fanzine) BEWILDERBEAST issue 10. Dick Miller was the 
teller, but no sooner than his name mentioned and Kenneth 
Tobey had to add "Hate the son of a bitch!’’. Popular guy. It 
concerned A TIME FOR KILLING. - Paul Higson (Chorley, 
Lancashire, England) 

The mere fact that you were somehow able to obtain an 
interview with the conventionally undisciplined Timothy 
Carey (didn’t anybody think to ask him why, all of a sudden, 
"Agoglia" is his middle name?) is truly astonishing. He is, in 
point of fact, the worst living actor, and, having seen it myself 
several years ago whilst residing in Los Angeles, his 
WORLD’S GREATEST SINNER is either everything Frank 
Zappa says it is, or a film that, like Carl Th. Dreyer’s 
GERTRUDE (what an unexpected comparison!), no one on 
Earth is qualified to watch! 

About fifteen years ago, when I was doing a film oriented 
interview on L.A.’s Pacifica affiliate. Bob Rafelson told us of 
an incident involving Carey while they were filming HEAD 
from Jack Nicholson’s script: Carey kept bugging them to let 
him bring his mother to see the rushes, but Rafelson said it 
was strictly against policy. Finally, to shut him up, they 
relented, and Carey showed up one evening, with a little old 
lady with a cane in tow. Throughout the screening, Carey kept 
turning to the l.o.l. demanding, as Rafelson recounted, "How’d 
you like that. Ma!? Was that alright, Ma!?’’ When the 
screening was over and the lights came up. Carey reportedly 
seized the l.o.l.’s cane and began beating her over the head 
with it! The projectionist quickly came down from the booth 
when he saw this, his mouth wide open, as was everybody 
else’s. As it turned out it wasn’t Carey’s mother at all, but a 
friend, in drag. And now, he assumes the mantle of Le 
Petomane, no less. Why am I not surprised? Face it: the man's 
weird. The courage of your two interviewers is to be 
commended. - Dan Bates (Lancaster, Texas) Timothy Carey 
told interviewer Mike Murphy that he lov^ the PSYCHOTRONIC 
coverage but he's 61 not 65. 

Wasn’t that Carey (as a goon hospital attendant with a 10" 
forelock) in SHOCK TREATMENT with Stuart Whitman and 
Lauren Bacall? When I suffered through THE OUTFIT on 
local TV, Duvall and Baker did not get caught in the end. 
When Carey was in Ann Arbor in 79. he made a memorable 
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appearance on Bill Kennedy's TV show. Kennedy was a local 
obnox movie host infecting Detroit and Windsor, Canada boob 
tubers for 20 long years. He’d been a character actor in "60" 
movies, was narrator for the SUPERMAN TV show, and told 
you so at least once a week. His anal antics, smugness and 
misinformation prejudiced me for years against the 30s - 50s 
dramas that were his staples. Carey got so annoyed with 
Kennedy's pre-senile interruptions that he reached over his 
desk, grabbed some tape, put it over his (own) mouth and just 
sat there. - Hugh Shelton (Centerline, Michigan) We used 
to see Bill Kennedy, whose credits include TWO LOST 
WORLDS (50), RED PLANET MARS (52) and I DIED A 
THOUSAND TIMES (55) in Cleveland too. He prepared me 
for Joe Franklin in New York.

TIMOTHY CAREY has lived around the comer from me 
for more than 20 years. He told me about the THE INSECT 
TRAINER in 1988. At that time, he told me he intended to 
make a film of the play as well. I planned to see the play but 
according to the theatre it is "postponed indefinitely". Your 
Carey filmography is missing 1964's SHOCK TREATMENT 
directed by the late Denis Sanders. Tim is only in the film for 
about a minute, but he does play a mental patient and gets to 
belch in Stuart Whitman's face! - Tim Murphy (El Monte, 
CA) Tim sent xeroxes of early 60s local newspaper articles 
about the mysterious dissapearance of Carey* s German-born 
wife Doris, and wonders if it was another publicity stunt. One 
article quoted Carey as saying "For all I know, my wife may 
be within a few blocks of our home working perhaps as a 
domestic housekeeper" and wondered how he could care for 
their four children. Other articles are about the making of 
WORLDS GREATEST SINNER and Joe Pyne throwing 
Carey off his radio talk show and there are ads for his acting 
classes. By the way, Carey* s new fart play was sold out, but 
he decided he wanted to do it in another theatre! At press 
tune, I*m told his play will be presented, but there is no firm 
date. 

TYRRELL 

I think this was the best thing since PV#1. If only you'd 
asked her about her Buzzcocks (yay!) tee in ANGEL. 
Congrats. Someone besides me feels that BAD was merely a 
pale John Waters imitation. Have a laugh at Danny Peary’s 


bubbling praise of it in CULT MOVIES. I did like the title 
theme so I gotta check out this Mike Bloomfield. Too bad you 
couldn’t dig TAPEHEADS. FLESH AND BLOOD and 
TALES OF ORDINARY MADNESS are 2 reasons I love my

COZZI MMIIIIIIIII^^ 

In the article on Luigi Cozzi, it is stated that THE 
ADVENTURES OF HERCULES wasn't on tape and had not 
been released in America. Wrong on both counts, bucko. It's 
on tape (MGMAJA) and close to two years ago was on Fox 
TV. If you thought the first Fcrrigno HERCULES was funny, 
ADVENTURES is a howl. Ludicrous dialogue, the same 
mock-heroic score, sound effects that belong in a video game, 
some lousy monsters, and some ripped-off footage and scenes. 
A "fire demon" is really the id monster from FORBIDDEN 
PLANET with a color change, a scene with a badly animated 
scorpion-bodied gorgon is meticulously copied from CLASH 
OF THE TITANS, a brief shot from what I think was 
ATLANTIS THE LOST CONTINENT appears, and the final 
cartoon fight has some action copied from the original KING 
KONG. Believe me, it's worth seeing. Sybil Danning is not in 
it. SINBAD is on tape as SINBAD AND THE SEVEN SEAS. 
It’s more juvenile than the HERCULES pix and includes some 
cuts from them. It looks like it was written and directed by a 
five-year-old sex offender. -Michael Cornett (Clear Springs, 
Maryland) Most of these HERCULES sequel facts were also 
pointed out by - John Charles and Horacio Hlguchi. 

The article on Luigi Cozzi was long overdue. 

STARCRASH was cheap, but just about right in terms of 
subject matter and appropriate budget. (People like George 
Lucas spend way too much to put their childish ideas on 
screen.) Cozzi’s "11 Cinema dei Mostri" is not the first book in 
his announced multi-volume history of science fiction movies. 
It is a collection of personal memories as a science fiction fan 
with comments on particular movies and interviews with 
Riccardi Freda, Dario Argento, Mario Bava (and others). 
Horacio Hlguchi (Quincy, MA) Visiting fanzine contributor 
Simone Romano (Gorezilla, Milan, Italy) says that Cozzi also 
wrote the two volume "II Cinema Di Fantascienza Vol. 2". 

Are you sure Cozzi direced HUMANOID? I thought 
"George B. Lewis" was the pseudonym used by that crazy 
Italian director Aldo Lado (the LAST HOUSE ON THE 
LEFT rip-off THE NEW LAST HOUSE ON THE LEFT, also 
with music by Morricone). Lado was also credited, using his 
real name as screenplay writer. HUMANOID was on late 
night TV here a few months ago, crazy film. (ALIEN) 
CONTAMINATION was, ridiculously, one of the films 
banned during the video nasties frenzy in the mid 80s. It was 
also known as ALIEN 2 for a very short time. The lead in 
ALIEN CONTAMINATION was Ian McCulloch (not 
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McKcllan), a British actor also in other Italian horror flics such 
as ZOMBIE (FLESH EATERS). ZOMBIE 2 and DR. 
BUTCHER M.D./ ZOMBIE HOLOCAUST. - Paul Kevern 
(Blandford, Dorset, England) The McCulloch mistake was 
also pointed out by Robert Kaelln (Forest Hills, NY) By the 
way, yes that was Cozzi with the anchor on page 47.

Arc you sure FUTURE FORCE H and FUTURE ZONE ^e 
separate movies? I just saw FUTURE FORCE. Gail Jensen is 
in it and the plot concerns Carradine’s son travelling back in 
time to save Carradinc's life. Could this be a retitled version of 
BACK FROM THE PAST? - John Charles (Guelph, 
Ontario) More people wrote in to point out that it was Keith 
Carradine in those Alan Rudolph (and Robert Altman) 
movies. That letter last issue was printed without comment 
because I thought (hoped) most readers already knew the 
difference between David and Keith. For the last word on 
David Carradine's career see our special epic letter from the 
man himself on page 21!

main person behind SPK (Surgical Penis Klinik). Last year he 
went to the USA to woik on the music for Tobe Hooper's 
SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION (and recently) worked on 
CHILD’S PLAY II. - John T. Blades (Greenwich, Sydney, 
Australia) Interesting, but I still prefer the Trashriien. 

Add to Ronnie Ashcroft’s film’s (PV #5 letter): OUTLAW 
QUEEN (56. Producer). 58 THE GIRL WITH THE ITCH 
(58. P). (Robert Clarke was in both of these), and PRISON 
GIRLS (73. editor). He was the editor of STOMP RUN and 
CHARTROOSE CABOOSE (both 60). not the director 
(unless the credits were pseudonyms). William Rotsler 
(MANTIS IN LACE) did not direct THE SECRET SEX 
LIVES OF ROMEO AND JULIET and THE NOTORIOUS 
CLEOPATRA. A.P. Stootsberry is a pseudonym for director 
Pete Perry, not Rotsler. #6: WHITE COMANCHE is a 
Spanish film (original title. COMANCHE BLANCO). ONE 
MILLION AC/EXD: Screenwriter Akdov Telmig spelled 
backwards is VODKA GIMLET a great American and 
English drink. Telmig is probably director Ed DePriest or one 
his partners in Canyon Distributors, directors Paul Hunt (THE 
CLONES. 74) or Ron Garcia (THE TOY BOX. 71). SLIME 
PEOPLE and THE CRAWLING HAND: Producer Joseph F. 
Robertson was also known as David Fleetwood (A DIRTY 
WESTERN. 75) and directs porno movies as Adele Robbins 
(SWEET ALICE. SWEET CHEEKS...). He also writes 
textbooks on filmmaking and is affectionately known as 
"Daddy Joe". - Bertil Lundgren (Kungsbacka, Sweden). So 
the producer of THE CRAWLING HAND went on to direct 
SelM and John Holmes! But that's not all! Variety says 
Robertson is directing AUNTIE LEE'S MEAT PIES with 
Karen Black, Michael Berryman, Pat Morita, and Huntz Hall 
(!), Bertil's Incredible fact filled letter(s) also included 
filmographies for the late Buck Kartalian (PLEASE DONT 
EAT MY MOTHER) and Steve Hawkes (Hucks) (BLOOD 
FREAK) and the fact that the Canadian PLAYGIRL KILLER 
( 65), not only starred the late William Kerwin, (PV #5 ) but he 
co-wrote it with his brother Harry. 

Loved your book, but the Christopher Lee film SCREAM 
AND SCREAM AGAIN is the greatest horror movie ever 
made, regardless of what you and Christopher Lee say about 
it, - Robert Hauser (Glen Ridge, NJ) - Are you serious!?!

LADY TERMINATOR was released in Indonesia as 
NASTY HUNTER. VOODOO BLACK EXORCIST (VUDO 
SANGRIENTO) was made in 1972. Director Manuel Cano 
also made EL PANTANO DE LOS CUERVOS ("Swamp Of 
The Crows") the following year. HALF HUMAN was cut of 
about 15 minutes of the original Japanese version. Of interest is 
the fact that one of the snowman rubber suits was brought to the 
U.S. for the spliced-in scenes with Morris Ankrum doing the 
post-mortem on the creature. The leading lady in both 


GODZILLA and HALF HUMAN was Momoko Kochi. She also 
appeared in THE MYSTERIANS. Star Akira Takarada went on 
to play heroes in KING KONG ESCAPES. LATITUDE ZERO 
and three other Godzilla movies. In the original version of THE 
H-MAN (BUO TO EKITAl-NINGEN - "Beauty And The Fluid 
Men"), the oozing creatures were simply called "fluid men". 

Like other contemporary Columbia releases of Toho sci-fi 
(MOTHRA. BATTLE IN OUTER SPACE). THE H-MAN was 
dubbed with funny Japanese accents, a procedure I find 
insultingly racist, considering that European imports were treated 
with straight voices. This dubbed version was distibuted 
throughout the world by Columbia; in fact, UOMONI H. often 
mentioned as the Japanese title for the movie, actually means 
"H-Men" in Italian , and was the release title in Italy. THE H- 
MAN was the first of a Toho trilogy of adult-oriented science 
fiction features, followed by THE SECRET OF THE TELEGON 
and THE HUMAN VAPOR (arguably their best, most 
sophisticated effort ever, not just something "about gangsters 
turning into mist". - Horacio Higuchi (Quincy, MA)

JOHN CARRADINE IN THE 50s 

THE FEMALE JUNGLE (Fabulous Flics, 54) D/S/act Bruno 
Ve Sota, P/S/act Burt Kaiser 

This low budget crime film (originally known as THE 
HANGOVER) was directed by actor Bruno VeSota just after 
DEMENTIA/DAUGHTER OF HORROR. Burt Kaiser, the 


unfamous producer/star, sold his movie to ARC (pre-A.I.P.) who 
put it on a 1956 double bill with Corman's OKLAHOMA 
WOMAN. Actress Monica Madison has been strangled and 
drunken off-duty police Lt. Jack Stevens (Lawrence Tierney), 
whose only friend is a very observant young black janitor, is a 
suspect The plot jumps from character to character and includes 
Hashbacks (at the Hollywood Can Can Club) asithe story unfolds. 
Alex (Kaiser), an alcoholic unemployed artist with a waitress wife 
(Kathleen Crowley) is having an affair with Candy Price (Jayne 
Mansfield in her film debut). Candy is very serious and bitter and 
talks a lot, "You're trouble Al, you always will be, but I've come 
around to give you a touch of your own medicine". John Carradine 
has a good role as a mysterious, menacing rich gossip columnist 
who had escorted the dead actress to a premiere. He wears glasses 
and plays classical music very loud. Other actors are director Ve 
Sota and future director Jack Hill. Watching this shadowy dark 
film about desperate and doomed characters makes me think that 
maybe Bruno really did direct DAUGHTER OF HORROR. His 
next job as director was THE BRAIN EATERS (59). Jayne 
Mansfield was paid $150 for acting in FEMALE JUNGLE, then 
returned to her job selling popcorn at a movie theatre. 


THE COSMIC MAN is a talky pro-science movie full of good 
words like photon chamber, anti-gravity, cyclotron and sonic 
boom. It also stars John Carradine as a chess playing phantom 
alien who arrives in what looks like a big floating golf ball. 30s 
serial star Bruce Bennett is Dr. Carl Sorenson, a famous physicist 
who was responsible for the A bomb. His opponent is an Air 
Force Col. who wants to blow things up. Sorenson says, "There's 
only one team now, ever since Hiroshima." Lyn Osborne (SPACE 
PATROL) looks miserable as an enlisted man. They all go to a 
lodge owned by a blonde widow, whose crippled genius son 
Kenny only has 6 months to live. It takes Kenny and his mom 
forever to figure out that the mysterious guest with weird glasses 
and a hat, is really the alien, even though they both speak with the 
unmistakable Carradine voice! Kenny says, "Sure looks bad for 
Dr. Sorenson and the cosmic man doesn't it mom!". Pierce went 
on to write lots of silly but fun science fiction movies including 
HUMAN DUPLICATORS. WOMEN OF PREHISTORIC 
PLANET (which he also directed), and DIMENSION FIVE.

Martial arts movies have beeome more modern and 
international. This action packed epic takes place in Thailand,

Hong Kong, Bangkok, Tokyo and The Philippines. It includes 
large-scale battles, bombs, machine guns, torture, lots of James 
Bond-style devices and excellent martial arts fight scenes. The 
Angel organization is led by a Chinese/American man and 
includes two Chinese women; a singer (Elaine Lui) and a 
secretary (Moon Lee) and a Japanese martial arts master. They 
try to stop the awesome kung fu fighting drug lord Madame 
Yeoung (Yukari Oshima). She wears all black and enjoys her 
work. She cuts four fingers off a man's hand during a corporate 
board meeting then she whips a captive 'til he's bloody, laughs 
and licks the blood. Some surprising special effects must have 
been inspired by Sam Raimi movies. The exciting finale features 
the three female stars (after most of the men have been killed ofQ 
fighting in a factory. Subtitles are in English and Chinese. 
ANGEL was a big hit and spawned some official sequels plus 
more features trying to cash in by putting Angel in their titles. 
ANGEL could hopefully be found wherever Chinese language 
movies arrt’or rent. 

THE QUEEN OF BLACK MAGIC (Lettuce) D L. Sudjio, P 
Sabrin Kasdan, S Iman Tamtowi 

A big traditional wedding ceremony starts off this black 
magic/revenge story. The bride freaks out when she sees snakes 
and zombies. The corrupt husband Accuses his ex-girlfriend Mouri 
(Suzzanna) of being a witch, bums her house, and throws her off a 
cliff. A magician catches her (!) and trains her. She does slow 


motion somersaults in front of a full moon and says, "All men are 
devils!". She uses voodoo dolls and fireballs, makes heads 
explode and sends bees to kill one villager. He sinks in a rice 
paddy while veins expand and burst and worms come out of his 
mouth. Characters says "It's black magic!" every few minutes. 
Mouri kidnaps the couple's baby. A young Muslim from the city 
arrives ("This village has a curious aura of mystery!") and soon has 
everyb(xly praying again. During a fight he pulls his own head off. 
The head floats through the air and bites people! A flashback 
provides a surprise ending. Filmed in Jakarta, Indonesia. 


CULT PEOPLE (Cine Phile, 89) P/complied/host - David Del 
Vance, P/compiled - Kevin M. Glover 

CULT PEOPLE is a one hour tape of interviews with 7 actors 
and directors discussing their PSYCIHOTRONIC credits. It looks 
like a (very professional) public access cable TV show, on a 
simple studio set. All the interviews are interesting but most are 
too short! The best is Cameron Mitchell, who has a great memory 
and a good sense of humor about his career. He says interesting 
and very flattering things about Mario Bava and talks about how 
he was typecast as a rapist in many features. Film clips are used 
for his segment (only) and posters for Mitchell movies are on the 
wall. Other actors on the tape are James Karen (who talks about 
doing Shakespeare with John Carradine and shows a photo of 
himself with Monroe) and Patrick MacNee (who discusses THE 
AVENGERS and says "most of my friends are dead"). Michael 
Same talks about MYRA BRECKENRIDGE and Warris 
Hussein (from India) talks about the 63 DR. WHO pilot he 
directed. Curtis Harrington discusses working with Dennis 
Hopper and Simon Signoret and Russ Meyer tells a story about 
Fritz Lang pretending to marry Miriam Hopkins (!). Del Vance 
wrote articles for many magazines, was Barbara Steele's agent, 
and was a unit publicist for THE OFFSPRING among other 
things. I hope he makes more interviews available in the future.

THE BLACK CAT (}L GATTO NERO) (Media, 81) D/S Lucio 
Fulci, P Biagio Proietti, S Sergio Salvati 



Fulci fans used to his gory movies like ZOMBIE and GATES 
OF HELL were disappointed by this tamer effort, but it’s pretty 
interesting. I can't think of a movie with more close-ups of eyes. 
The widescreen image was 
cropped for video release, so 
sometimes when the edges are 
cut off all you see is the 
bridge of a person's nose! 

Mimsy Farmer, a blonde 60s 
American teen star, whose 
been in Europe ever since 
Barbet Schroeder’s MORE 
(69), plays an American 
photographer taking pictures 
in a crypt in a British village. 

Patrick Magee is Miles, a 
medium trying to contact the 
dead with electrical equipment 
A lot of things happen that 
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make no sense, but Miles' mysterious black cat seems to be 
causing various violent deaths. He tells the cat "We need each 
othet. We're bound together by hatred!". David Warbeck is a 
Scotland Yard inspector on a bike. Farmer is asked to photograph 
dead people and is attacked by bats. Magee drugs the cat and tries 
to hang it It all ends with the familiar Poe cat- in-the-wall scene. 
This is one strange movie and Magee and Farmer are both better 
actors than Fulci deserves. The music is by Pino Donaggio. 



FRANKENSTEIN'S CASTLE OF FREAKS (II CASTELA 
DELLA PAURA) (Magnun, 73) D/S - Rovert H. Oliver, S - 
Mario Francini... 


Billed as a Frankenstein movie, this is really a pretty warped 
and funny caveman feature with lots of nudity. Michael Dunn is 
Genz, the lonely, misunderstood, vengeful, necrophiliac, rapist, 
voyeur dwarf assistant of Count Frankenstein (SOUTH 
PACIFIC star Rossano Brazzi). After being mistreated and 
thrown out, he teams up with a short, ugly Neanderthal man 
named Ook living in a cave. Ook says "Ook Ook Ook." 
Meanwhile the doctor's sexy daughter and her friend bathe in 
milk, and strip in Ook's cave to enjoy the convenient hot springs 
every time things threaten to get dull. The doctor works on 
Goliath, a big Neanderthal man with Bozo the clown hair. 
There's lots of thunder and lightning, Igor, a hunchback servant 
(Gordon Mitchell) beats a maid, Edmund Purdom shows up as 
the law, the "monsters" fight over a kidnapped girl, and 
villagers show up with torches. The 3'4" Dunne, an excellent 
actor (whose voice was dubbed by .somebody in England) died 
in 74. In England FRANKENSTEIN... was presented by Dick 
Randall. In America, it was presented by Harry Novak and his 
Boxofficc International.

PORTRAIT IN TERROR (Something Weird, 62) D - Michael 
Ro— , S - Vic Webber, P - Jay Road — 

PORTRAIT IN TERROR has haunted me since I saw on late 
night TV in Cleveland as a kid. It wasn't released theanically in 


America and isn't in any reference books. THE 
PSYCHOTRONIC ENCYCLOPEDIA only got some of the facts 
right It was great to see again (on tape), but because of the 
cropped wide screen image, the credits are unreadable. I still 
don't know who the director was! PORTRAIT was filmed on 
location in old, picturesque Dubrovnik, Yugoslavia on the 
Adriatic Sea. The late Patrick Magee, one of the greatest, most 
intense film actors ever, stars as a cultured, sadistic playboy hit 
man and art thief who wears dark sunglasses and white suits and 
is part of an involved plot about a stolen Titian painting. In the 
surprising opening scene he cuts the bikini top of a an exotic 
dancer in an outdoor club, then beats up a sailor who tries to help 
her. Later on she goes to bed with him, explaining, "An 
interesting man always makes a woman curious". After 
murdering a deaf old man (and the man's dog!) with a silencer, he 
says in his rich distinctive voice, "The old gentleman had to go to 
sleep." 

William Campbell is an alcoholic assistant art curator and heir 
to the Sordi estate, obsessed with his infamous ancestor, a wife 
killer. His fiance is understandably worried. They attend a 
historical play in an old castle and climb up steep stairs in a scene 
that might remind you of 81/2 (filmed the same year). When a 
boy's body is dump^ in the ocean, it floats slowly to the bottom, 
like in DEMENTIA 13. Right after PORTRAIT IN TERROR 
was produced, Campbell and Magee were in Coppola's great 
DEMENTIA 13 (also with music by Ronald Stein) filmed in 
Ireland. In 66, BLOOD BATH, directed by Jack Hill and 
Stephanie Rothman starred Campbell and featured much of the 
best footage from PORTRAIT OF TERROR, including the 
ending with Magee dead and covered in wax, without any credit 
to the original filmmakers. All of these films were A.I.P. releases. 
Roger Corman is responsible for all this confusion. 

TEENAGE STRANGLER (Something Weird, 64) D- Bill 
Posner, P/S - Clark Davis 

I love obscure early 60s regional movies like this! A mystery 
"lipstick" killer is strangling schoolgirls with stockings in the 
Huntington, West Virginia area (where this marvel was filmed). 
Some of the characters are straight out of REBEL WITHOUT A 
CAUSE, but with Southern accents. Jimmy, a member of the 
Fastbacks, a pretty harmless "gang" (they wear black jackets with 
bulldogs on the backs) is a suspect. He stands up for a guy 
everybody calls Runt, and has a girlfriend named Betty Jean. His 
family had to relocate because of his police record (he had 
covered for his nervous little brother, Mikey, the real culprit). 
Jimmy even has a drag race with Curley, the gang's tough guy. 
Kids do the twist and drink pop at Marty's where Betty Gay (not 
Betty Jean) announces, "Fellow citizens and lovers of good music 
- For those of you that pledge allegiance to Peter, Paul And 
Mary...The Beatles...The Teen Queens...Paul Anka, and The Chad 
Mitchell Trio..." and some guy (who used to be in The 
Astronauts) sings "Yipes Stripes". Despite Betty Gay's horrifying 
list, the instrumental rock on the soundtrack (by Danny Dean 
And The Daredevils) is fine. 

Meanwhile more girls are strangled. One is killed in a shower 
while we see a shadow of somebody with a ducktail haircut. This 
is a classic cheat scene, since we later discover that Mr. Wilson, 
the demented school janitor ("I hate every one of you!!") is the 
killer. Even more amazing is the fact that Mr. Wilson is played by 
Ron Ormond (!), the exploitation master director of UNTAMED 
MISTRESS and THE EXOTIC ONES. I can't be sure (there are 
no credits) but I think nerdy little Mickey is played by Ron's son 
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Tim. There's even a good chance that Ron really directed. 
Anybody out there know? In 67, TEENAGE STRANGLER was 
re-issued and played with H.G.Lewis' TASTE OF BLOOD. Try 
and imagine being at the drive-in for that double bill! 


THE INVISIBLE AVENGER (Sinister, 58) D- James Wong 
Howe, John Sledge, S- George Beliak, Betty Jeffries, P - Eric 
Sayers, Emanuel Demby 

The famed Chinese bom cinematographer James Wong Howe 
(MARK OF THE VAMPIRE, THE THIN MAN...) directed two 
Films, GO, MAN, GO! (54) starring the Harlem Globetrotters and 
this odd crime movie filmed in New Orleans based on the famous 
Shadow radio series. The dialogue (and the plot about an exiled 
South American leader and his evil twin) is on the level of a 
serial or Saturday morning TV show.

Jogrendra (Mark Daniels) is his cultured, almost 
Oriental-looking philosophical mystic teacher, companion and 
live-in assistant The two men wear robes and meditate in their 
hotel room while gangsters plot to kill The Shadow. In Tara's 
club. The Famous Door, Cranston says "That last chorus went 
clear out of space!" Somebody plays "St. James Infirmary", 
there's a "real" execution broadcast on TV, and an on location car 
chase through a cemetery. Although much of the tape is too dark, 
it's a welcome rare video release. In 62, this Republic film was 
re-released with some new footage as BOURBON ST. 
SHADOWS. "Who knows what evil lurks in the hearts of men?"

THE SUCKLING (J.D.R., 89) P/D/S/editor - Francis Tcri, P - 
Michael Helman 

In 1973 a tentacled, mutant monster terrorizes and kills off 
everybody trapped in a rickety old Brooklyn whorehouse run by 
"Big Mama", a part time illegal abortion doctor. The only 
survivor, the mother of the monster (her baby, exposed to toxic 
waste after being flushed down the toilet) has a flashback of what 
happened while drugged in a hospital. The various pimps, hookers 
and Johns argue, bitch and fight while they die one by one. Frank 
Reeves stands out as Axel, a crazed, wir^ human killer (sort of 
like if Harvey Keitel was in NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD). 
This very tasteless low budget horror movie by film students has 
some good camera work, a dream within a dream, a crawling 
hand, decapitations, animation, sex, blood, gore, humor, violence, 
HALLOWEEN type music, and one of the strangest comic S+M 
scenes ever filmed. It's not boring. At the end, a doctor says, 
"That's the strangest thing I've ever heard." SUCKLING 
productions is at 867 E. 27th St., Brooklyn, NY 11210. 

THEY EAT SCUM (Penetration, 79) D/S/cin./editor - Nick 
Zedd 

This anything goes, no-budget 8mm underground comedy 
feature filmed in Brooklyn, fits somewhere in-between John 
Waters earliest movies and more recent titles like DESPERATE 
TEENAGE LOVEDOLLS and TWISTED ISSUES. The image 
sometimes flickers and jumps or is out of focus, but all that sort 
of fits with the rambling plot about Susie Putrid (of The Mental 


Deficients), a junkie punk singer who tells pogoing fans at 
CBGBs to "Kill! Kill!, Kill your entire family!". Cannibal punks 
eat people, make a girl eat a rat and dismember her with a 
chainsaw. A guy is castrated, Susie's brother has sex with a rabid 
poodle and The Blessed (with Howie Pyro) play a whole song at 
Max's Kansas City. After being killed on stage (by her father), 
Susie's twin sister emerges from a mental hospital, kills the entire 
population of NYC, proclaims herself queen and is killed by a 
lobster man during a mutant attack. There’s even a bit of crude 
animation. The music includes bits of The Beach Boys, The 
Village People and Mr. Rodgers. Zedd has gone on to make, star 
in, promote and market more tapes like GEEK MAGGOT

COMBAT SHOCK (American Nightmare) ( Prism, 84) 
P/D/S/ed Buddy Giovinazzo 

Frankie (Ricky Giovinazzo), an unemployed Viet Nam vet, 
has gory horrifying war nightmares and flashbacks. He owes 
money to a dealer who has him beaten and has a miserable 
starving pregnant wife and a sick mutant baby. They're being 
evicted from their slum apartment. The baby wails and cries 
constantly. The mother stares at a broken TV set. Frankie thinks, 
"I can no longer tell where one torture ends and the next begins." 
His junkie "friend" ODs by putting drugs directly into an open 
wound. Little girl hookers walk the streets, people wait in 
unemployment lines, people rip each other off and Frankie 
wanders aimlessly. During one of his mental breakdowns, Nam 
footage is projected on his face, a great effect previously uses in 
60s drug movies. The editing and special effects are excellent 
making it all a little hard to take for many viewers (kind of like 
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HENRY) It all ends in a bloodbath of killing, and worst of all, he 
drinks a carton of very sour milk. This depressing but well 
made 16mm $40,000 feature was made in Port Richmond, 
Staten Island by a former College Of Staten Island student. 
His younger brother stars and composed the impressive 
synthesizer score. Despite the horror movie overtones. Buddy 
Giovinazzo interview^ Viet vets and researched the subject 
before writing the script and his dedication shows. He’s an 
admitted fan of ERASERHEAD and TAXI DRIVER, two 
movies you might think about while watching COMBAT 
SHOCK. The 85 minute video release of this hard to sell item 
tries to pass it off as a war action film! Some unsuspecting 
renters will never forget this one. The original uncut version 
(AMERICAN NIGHTMARE) is 100 minutes long. 
Giovinazzo also wrote the screenplay for SHE'S BACK, an 
Empire release starring Carrie Fisher 

DON'T MESS WITH MY SISTER! (VidAmerica, 85) 
P/D/S/editor - Meir Zarchi 

Steve (Joe Perce) works for his brother-in-law at a car parts/ 
Junkyard, lives on W. 101 St. in Manhattan and takes accounting 
classes at nightschool. After a surprise birthday party thrown by 
his wife, he becomes involved with the paid entertainment, 
Anika, a beautiful intellectual blonde belly dancer (Jeannine 
LeMay). Trying to defend her one evening leads to murder, his 
wife finds out about the affair and runs to her Italian goon 
brothers and Steve gets beat up a lot. Zarachi directed the 
controversial I SPIT ON YOUR GRAVE, but this movie is 
closest to a New York Scorsese movie, especially 
AFTERHOURS (also from 85). DONT MESS... is very well 
made with good unknown local actors and has surprising plot 
twists, humor, violence, and an ironic non-ending. 


THE MONSTER (Dark Dream, 25) P/D - Roland West, S - 
Willard Mack, Albert Kenyon 

Watching silent movies isn’t a very popular passtime 
anymore, but seeing just how far back horror cliches go is a 
good idea. Here’s a Lon Chaney horror comedy made fii 
years ag o . Dr. Ziska, a mad surgeon runs a (former) 
sanitarium with trap doors, tunnels, and an operating table 
and an electric chair in the hidden basement. His killer slave, 
a zombie-like ghoul man in a cape, and a guy who rolls 
invisible cigarettes use mirrors to cause car wrecks during 
thunderstorms, assuring new victims. A naive, lovesick 
backwoods amateur detective (Johnny Arthur) shows up 
trying to solve a missing person case. Before being 
electrocuted himself, Chaney acts friendly in a smoking 
jacket, then demented in a lab coat - "At last the fools have 
brought me a woman! - I shall transfer your soul into her 
body! - Don’t you dare call me mad!" A standout action 
scene has the nervous hero escaping on a phone wire. The 
original comic titles are almost impossible to read, but after a 
while they’re replaced by newer typed ones. A monotonous 
piano score is on the soundtrack, but you could supply your 
own (better) music. THE MONSTER was released the same 
year as the more famous hits, THE PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA and THE UNHOLY THREE. Johnny Arthur was 
Spanky’s dad in the Our Gang short ANNIVERSARY 
TROUBLE (35). West, from Cleveland also made THE BAT 
(26) and a remake, THE BAT WHISPERS (31). 


CLOWNHOUSE (RCA/Columbia, 1988) P/D/S - Victor Salva, 
P Michael Danty, Robin Mortarotti 

Here’s more proof that clowns are scary. Just before Halloween, 
three kid brothers alone in a big old isolated house have to defend 
themselves against three escaped mental patients. The relentless 
killers are dressed as Cheezo, Bippo and Dippo, the traveling 
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circus clowns they murdered. This serious, atmospheric, and old 
fashioned horror movie takes it’s time introducing the very 
different and believable brothers and has a great suspenseful score 
by Michael Becker, a scary one-eyed fortune teller and (mostly 
offscreen) murders. I don’t really know why it’s rated R, but 
CLOWN HOUSE is a good one for young horror fans or older 
ones who aren’t looking for sex and blood. The executive in charge 
of production was Roman Coppola, post production was done at 
the Zoetrope studios, a poster for THE OUTSIDERS is on a wall, 
and the brothers watch DEMENTIA 13 on TV!

HOW 1 MADE A HUNDRED MOVIES... is a welcome 
book and if you haven't read much about the most important 
man in PSYCHOTRONIC movie history - go buy a copy today! 
Nobody has made (or will make) so many memorable 
exploitation hits and launched so many important careers along 
the way. If you already own the three American books on Roger 
Corman's films and have read a few of the many Corman 
articles and interviews, this quick autobiography won't tell you 
very much you don't already know though. Like those books, 
it's filled with paragraphs of good quotes from many famous 


This is the first book on Russ Meyer in English (previous 
ones were in French and German). It's not at all what I 
expected, but is a detailed and fascinating reference book. 
Basically a guide to every known article about and review of 
his (23) features, it also has (brieO sections on his wives, major 
actresses, Charles Napier, and announced features that were 
never realized. Complete cast and credits plus information 
concerning production, promotion, censorship and reviews are 
given for each film. There are 1148 numerical entries with 
quotes and comments and 54 illustrations (rare posters, ads, 
stills, and production shots, including some nudity - of course!). 
I'm in awe of the research done by Frasier, digging up all the 
articles from trades, local papers, men's magazines and even 
SEARCH AND DESTROY, CATHOLIC FILM WEEKLY, 
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SCREW and THE WALL ST. JOURNAL. McFarland is at 
Box 611, JefTerson, North Carolina 28640. 

Russ Meyer says his two volume autobiography, A CLEAN 
BREAST (to be "available in December") will have 1,130 
pages and 2,300 pictures (1). Meyer also recently announced 
that he'll return to directing with UP THE VALLEY OF THE 
BEYOND (with a script by Roger Ebert, who wrote 
MUDHONEY under the name R. Hyde) to begin shooting at 
the end of this year. 

DAUGHTER OF SHANGHAI (Sl Martins $17.95) Tsai Chin 

You might know Tsai Chin as the evil and beautiful Lin Tang 
in the five 60s Fu Manchu movies starring Christopher Lee. You 
won't read much about those movies here (sorry Jesus Franco 
fans), but this is a fascinating and unexpected illustrated 
autobiography. The daughter of famous Chinese Opera star 
Zhou Xinfang, Chin lived through the 
Japanese occupation, relocated to Hong 
Kong, then London, L.A., then back to 
China in 1981 as an acting teacher and 
theatre director. She became a stage star 
in the original 1959 British production 
of THE WORLD OF SUSIE WONG, 
was frequently on TV, made records and 
had a minor but interesting film career. 

She had small roles in INVASION and 
BLOW UP (both 66), YOU ONLY 
LIVE TWICE (67), and others. Along 
the way she had several husbands, 
many lovers, personal tragedy and 
neverending culture shock. Her parents 
died after they were condemned as 
counter-revolutionaries and tortured by 
the Communist government. A new 
afterward comments on Tiananman 
Square.

First fact: VIDEOSHIT'S uncaring sloppiness and crudity of 
execution ain't gonna nab any new A-secn fans. It's not meant 
to. It's meant to cater to diehard videoshitheads with a taste for 
low-fi lowbrow lowlife. The sound varies from good bootleg to 
inaudible. The Pitchers fluctuate between decent head-on 
longshots of the band in action (correction: 

ACTION!) to a patented catch-as-catch-cam obviously strapped 
loosely between the legs of a 
slamdancing billygoat. Musically, it's 
nonstop destructo without a whit o' 
polish, hillbilly hardrock including their 
Wes Craven tribute. Ruby (Get Back To 
The Hills"), and 21 others in less than an 
hour, interrupted by the occasional 
medical interlude and an extended peak 
at Jeff's Dec. 30, 89 wedding 
(prominently featured in The Sun and 
other Tabloids at the time), complete 
with crunching musical accompaniment 
from the band, sharing the pulpit with 
the preach, naturally. Second fact: The 
slightest little bit of attention to craft, 
and these guys'd be monsters. Huge. 

Limos and groupies. Swimming polls, 
movie stars. But, then they wouldn't be 
Antiseen. One of a mere handfulla 
groups to pull off a Roky cover, 
alongside a wailing toss- 
off obscurity by Screaming Lord Sutch (Jimmy Page vintage) 
that only tends to confuse when paired with their switching 
guitars to Jeff and vocals to Joe and announcing, "This is a 
Ramones song that we really dig a lot", before launching into -

printed on-screen. Indicative intro to this coat-tail view of the 
Stones as neophyte popstar sensations on 2-day tour across 
Ireland. I picked CIMD up for something under 10 bucks on 
the Jersey boardwalk awhile back, digging it out recently as 
antidote to the impotent Vegas slap & tickle of the Steel 
Wheels broadcast. The box is adorned by a tasty color photo 
that aughta be titled, "We're only kids, and we're stoned as fuk, 
so what." Mick the bidding idol, Keef the acne-ridden 
scarecrow, Charlie the dull as dough, and Bill the nonexistent. 
Plus Brian. The nose-picking philosopher. Here’s the lot of 
'em, seen squirming under interrogation by a relentless and 
clueless interviewer, seen chased by fans, seen goofing around 
back stage & en route to the next gig and seen warbling off- 
key hotel sing-room singalongs to Ks 
acoustic guitar. Best moments are the 
basement 'jam' with K on piano and M 
'doing' Elvis, and the brief on-stage 
sequences (mostly non-sych music 
seemingly cribbed from the next year's 
GOT LIVE IF YOU WANT IT LP). The 
highlight of the whole shebang being a 
melee during "It's Alright’, wherin the 
band struggles to continue playing while 
frantic fans storm the stage, cops storm 
the fans, bandmembers are kicked & 
tackled, and the camera takes a few 
unexpected spins & spills, culminating in 
an abrupt end to the performance, the 
band escorted away under police cordon, 
and at least one fan whisked off on a 
stretcher. "Let’s face it," Brian says, "The 
future as a Rolling Stone is very 
uncertain." Somebody buy that man a 
Ouija. Incidental music conducted by 
Mike Lcandcr' - interspersed with soundtrack bits of early hits 
by the band, a kind of gospel muzak version of the same as 
interpreted by the man later to team up with Gary Glitter as 
multiple chart-toping co-writer/producer.

After 
years of legal problems, Allan finally officially gets 50% of the 
credit (and royalties) for the hit Blues Theme (from The WILD 

ANGELS) and six other titles 
that producer Mike Curb had 
unfairly claimed for himself all 
these years. 

Blast First Records, the 
company that put out the 
ANGEL DUST picture disc 
featuring Davie Allan music is 
releasing a whole new series of 
LPs compiled by artists who 
also design the covers and 
picture discs. They include 
THE INFERNAL MACHINE 
(twisted rockabilly tunes 
chosen by Joe Coleman ) and 
ONE HELL SANDWICH 
(Gary Panter, who plays his 
own music). I just found a 
great used album that I had 
never heard before. It's the 8 
years old and out of print first 
and last album by TRIPOD 
JIMMIE (Do Speak 3) and it was "recorded live on the shore of 
Lake Erie". TJ was a trio featuring Tom Herman, once the lead 
guitar highlight of Pere Ubu. And by the way, who was that 
wearing a GWAR shirt in WILD AT HEART?

CALLS ACTING TRANSCENDENTAL’ 
NOT 'PSYCHEDELIC !!! 


It's great when an actoricelebrity takes the time to react 
to something that has been written about them in a 
positive way. I was surprised to find a detailed 8 page 
typed letter from David 
Carradine in the mail, in 
response to our marathon 
two part career interview! 
article (PV 11415). I later 
found out that he had written 
it (on a computer) on the set 
of a new Fred Olen Ray 
movie (!). To be fair to 
interviewer Tom Rainone, 
some of the mistakes were 
simple typos and nobody but 
Carradine himself could 
have known some of these 
facts. Tom spent a lot of time 
preparing and conducting the 
interview, then even went out 
of his way to interview 
people who had worked with 
Carradine. Some possible 
misinformation was from news releases, other articles. 
Variety (film grosses), myself, and even Carradine' s own 
press kits! Here's David's (only slightly edited) letter. 


Dear Psychotronic: 

I've decided to write this letter about Tom Rainone's highly 
provocative and unbelievably comprehensive interview (if it can 
be called that) and filmography on the subject of yours truly. I am 
flattered, amazed, outraged and titillated by the piece, which is, I 
would say, exactly the effect you would hope to have. Since you 
seem to take it upon yourselves to strive for such accuracy, and 
given your attention to detail and your near obsession with the 
minutiae of film lore, and since you seem to care more about film 
in general than the so-called "legitimate" trade publications. I'm 
going to take it upon myself to correct and, to some extent, 
complete your information now in your files. 

To bring you up to date on your filmography, which is, I might 
add, the most complete and accurate I have ever seen; the 
chronology is a bit askew, complicated that you use release dates 
instead of the dates the films were shot; resulting in the listing of 


TAGGERT as my first film, when actually it was BUS RILEY’S 
BACK IN TOWN. 1 did not direct A COUNTRY MILE. I only 
produced, starred and wrote the music. I thought that was enough. 
The director was Michael Greene. This is a persistent inaccuracy. 
THE MANDATE OF HEAVEN was never made, with or without 
Dad. MINISTRY OF VENGEANCE 1 didn't do. THE 
ELIMINATOR, I've never heard of. BACK TO THE PAST is 
probably the proposed FUTURE FORCE HI. DEADLY 
SURVEILLANCE was shot in Montreal in '89. COLD 
VENGEANCE seems to have cooled out You left out THE 
MAD BUNCH and FINAL SECRET shot simultaneously in 
Sweden in Feb., '89. PANTHER SQUAD is really OPEN FIRE 
and was shot in Mexico, not Italy. WALLS OF MIST was never 
made. New accomplishments; TROUBLEMAKER, DUNE 
WARRIOR (Concorde), a sort of sequel to THE WARRIOR 
AND THE SORCERESS and WIZARDS OF THE LOST 
KINGDOM II, and MOONLIGHT SONATA. FU MANCHU has, 
as yet, not come off. There was a plan to shoot in South Africa, 
which I declined. Now they are talking about Yugoslavia. Why 
the exclamation point? Everybody I've talked to thinks it's 
perfect comic book casting. 

TV: For some reason you have left 
out WAGON TRAIN and ARREST 
AND TRIAL, though you mention 
them in the text Also you skipped 
THE VIRGINIAN. There were 
actually two ALFRED 
HITCHCOCK segments. TRIALS 
OF O'BRIEN predates SHANE. It 
was a two-parter shot in New York 
during "The Royal Hunt Of The 
Sun" and was later released as a 
feature under the title TOO MANY 
THIEVES. You missed THE NEW 
FBI, AIRWOLF and NIGHT 
HEAT (a great one) and (a new) 
RAY BRADBURY THEATRE. 
There were 3 FALL GUY 
segments; one written for me, a 
Halloween special with Dad, Keith, 
Robert and me (and Elvira) and a 
cameo shot in the very last segment 
Also note, 3 hours of MATLOCK and 3 IRONSIDES. I do not 
remember anything called SAGA OF A WESTERN MAN. A 
LONG WAY HOME was actually the pilot for THE FAMILY 
HOVAK and a Movie of the Week. 

You have quoted me as having called acting a "psychedelic" 
experience; I think "transcendental" would be closer to what I 
mean. There was only one piano incident, and the catalyst was 
Peyote, not alcohol. This adventure was well, though of course 
somewhat erroneously, documented in the press. I was by no 
means one of the first beatniks, though I may have been one of 
the last. By the time I showed up, the leading beatniks, 
Kerouak, Corso, Ferlingetti, etc., had all become immortal and 
wealthy, and had split the scene. It has been said that I didn't 
qualify at all; a true beatnik being oppossed to work and 
ambition. During that period, I was always engaged in some 
kind of paid labor and pursuing an acting career at the same 
time. Nobody was a "disciple" of Eric Nord, though he did give 
homeless "beatniks" a place to sleep. I gave up on that when I 
woke up one morning surrounded by broken bottles; I was long 
gone by the time that fellow fell to his death off the roof of 
Eric's pad. It was said that was the "Altamont" of the San 
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Francscx) beatniks, which killed the movement, another story. 

It was Judy Davis, not my mother, who taught me the piano, 
and music theory. Judy was also responsible for teaching Julie 
Christy and The Kingston Trio how to sing; and Barbra Streisand 
and other notables go to her for coaching. 1 did not; and this is an 
apochryphal story which is constantly repeated, I did not play 
guitar in cofTee houses. I did not pick up the guitar until I was 
thirty-one. What I did was recite Shakespeare. I don’t know 
exactly what you mean by the ’’ill-fated"” Barrymore. If you mean 
John, he had a long and active life; and a revolutionary effect on 
theatre acting. Perhaps you’re refering to Ethel or Lionel, and their 
later crippledness, or to Maurice, 
their father, who died in an 
asylum, or John Jr., a great talent 
who was never able to make his 
mark; I don’t know. (/ meant 
John. The remark was a result of 
seeing TOO MUCH TOO SOON 
too many times.) It was my father 
and not my mother who told me 
to leave San Francisco and go to 
Hollywood. 

At the time I was involved in 
it, the Great Lakes Shakespeare 
Festival was in Akron, Ohio. An 
interesting sidelight is that Arthur 
Lithgow was the director of the 
festival, and that runny nosed kid 
who was underfoot was John 
Lithgow. Blood tells all. 

Paramus, New Jersey, where I 
played Laertes, is, I think, too far 
from Broadway to be called 
"Off" or even "Off-OfT. I think 
you’d have to call it "way-off. 

To clear up the falling off the 
chair story (THE 
TRANSGRESSOR RIDES 
AGAIN), this was a routine that 
was rehearsed into the play, not 
an isolated aberration. For the 
record, THE VIOLENT ONES 
was not the least like THE 
OXBOW INCIDENT and probably should not be mentioned in 
the same breath. There is an implication that MAYBE ILL COME 
HOME IN THE SPRING was one and the same with the 
IRONSIDES in which I played a cop in trouble; it was not In 
MAYBE... I played a happy hippy who loves Sally Fields. 

My girlfriend during DEATHRACE was nobody. Simone 
Griffeth’s part was originally given to Season Hubley, who backed 
off when we broke up. Simone was sweet and loving, but she had 
her own guy. CANNONBALL was not a copy of GUMBALL 
RALLY; they were actually shot simultaneously; at one point we 
were shooting less than a half-mile away from each other. I myself 
prefer GUMBALL RALLY, if only because the cars are prettier, 
and because of Tim McIntyre’s delightful portrayal. Tim played 
my brother in RUNG FU. The real rip-off was CANNONBALL 
RUN with Burt Reynolds et al. 

MATA HARI was started in ’77. The schedule was always 
stated as 15 years, shooting an average of 1 week per year, the 
idea being to watch the actors literally grow old before your eyes. 
We’re still more or less on schedule. Calista had a baby (in 1980) 
before she married Adam Boffi. Her pregnancy was recorded at 


eight months in MATA HARI. The footage is quite remarkable 
and includes some nudity. Her daughters are Mariah and Sienna. 

DEATHSPORT was actually written and directed by Nicholas 
Niciphor, who abandoned the picture after principal photography. 
Nick was a very talented and crazy guy. As a director, he was 
erratic and unknowing. At one point he physically attacked 
Claudia Jennings. I loved Claudia, as did everyone, and I beat up 
Nick for his pains; Jesse Vint would have done it if I hadn’t The 
picture, which was brilliantly written, was unable to overcome the 
madness of the shoot. The whole idea of a paranoiac shell- 
shocked veteran directing a picture which incidentally contained a 

record number of incendiary 
explosions was probably ill- 
conceived in the first place; but, 
Roger loves to take chances on 
young talent The story about 
how Richard Lynch got his 
burns I got from Richard 
himself. I believe it, because 
Richard is a very sincere 
person; I don’t think he’s 
capable of lying. This does not 
rule out the possibility that 
drugs were involved. 

In CIRCLE OF IRON, 
which I will always call THE 
SILENT FLUTE, the insect the 
blind master (Ah Sahm) catches 
is a bee, not a fly. Christopher 
Lee’s name is Zetan, not Zoltan. 
In GREY LADY DOWN, the 
name of the rescue sub is the 
Snark (not Smark). It’s named 
after Jack London’s schooner. 
That sub, by the way actually 
exists. It is used for reclamation 
and scavaging in San Diego 
harbor. Dad was not in THE 
LONG RIDERS. There was a 
plan to have him in a bit part, 
but Walter and Tim (Hill and 
Zimmerman) decided it would 
be demeaning to him, however, 
Stacy Reach Sr. did it instead. THE LONG RIDERS, I have been 
informed, grossed U.S. the first time around, $31,0(X),0(X), just 
enough to break even. It’s promotion was stolen by U.A. in an 
attempt to save HEAVEN’S GATE. 

Re: the brothers: Bruce is not adopted. He is my mother’s son 
by a previous marriage. You have left out Michael Bowen, who is 
Sonja’s son by the painter Michael Bowen, and therefore, Bobby, 
Keith, and Chris’ half brother. Bobby and I broke MiKe into the 
business, with Roger Corman’s help and he has been in several 
films, including major roles in VALLEY GIRLS, ECHO PARK, 
GODFATHER III and MATA HARI. To complete your 
information about death in Milan, Bobby came over to help me 
with the arrangments to bring Dad’s body home, and he was 
eventually buried at sea with full military honors, due to his 
service in the 1942 Coastal watch. As many of the family were 
there as have ever gathered. I have the flag, which has become 
sort of a scared relic for me. Your date of my mother’s death is 
incorrect She died in the last week of December, 1989. 

GAUGIN THE SAVAGE was not based on "Moon And 
Sixpence", which was a fictionalized piece in which the artist has 
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leprosy instead of Syphilis, and bums all his paintings. GTS was a 
factual biography. The South Africa bust was a set up. What was 
raided was a crew party which 1 fell obliged to attend. If they 
hadn't got me there, they would have found some other way; the 
reason being my outspoken comments concerning apartheid. I was 
also arrested for "Bestiality” for embracing a black woman in 
public. Later on. I arranged for the escape to America of an ”Anti- 
Apartheid White Militant Activist”. His crime was that he had 
written a protest song. 

The cameo in TRICK OR TREAT was a payback to Director- 
Prod ucer-Camcraman Gary Graver (DEATHSPORT, NIGHT 
CHILDREN, and all of Orson Welles' last projects) for his 
unremunerated work on MATA HARI. It is my information that 
the gross of LONE WOLF McQUIAD was 17 million, not 7. The 
film I was supposed to do for Larry Cohen was I, THE JURY. 
Larry was replaced, and used the fees for writing and not directing 
to finance Q, which was shot in New York simultaneously with I, 
THE JURY, the two companies living in the same hotel. It was an 
interesting arrangement, and typical of Larry's comic diabolism. 
The picture Larry planned for me was not THE MAN WHO 
WASN’T THERE, but THE INVISIBLE MAN. He caUed me up 
and told me he wanted me to star in a picture for him wherein I 
would not have to show up. I never took it very seriously. Larry 
and 1 are now talking about what could be a really significant film 
caUed THE HEAVY. 

The vampire in SUNDOWN is Count Dracula. portrayed 1 
think for the first time as a sympathetic character. Regarding the 
cost of BIRD ON A WIRE relative to my other films, try 6 dozen 
limes. I shot myself on FUTURE ZONE, the sequel to FUTURE 
FORCE, a good six months after my mother died. It was in the 
abdomen, not the groin (thank god) during a double fast draw. The 


left hand gun, which was a long-barrelled Colt .45, was in my 
belt, and caught on the way out I went on to finish the rest of the 
shot before I yelled for the medic. On The PAT SAJAK SHOW, I 
didn't actually fall. 1 did a forward roll and landed on my feet It 
was supposed to be a joke. I offered to do it again, but Pat 
declined. Later. I executed a flying double front kick, to illustrate 
my stability, but they didn't get it on film. 

The flame tatoo on my shaft sounds like some confusion about 
Oliver Reed’s lightning bolt. I don't have any taioos on my genitals. 
I don't know where Robin came up with the chains. 1 do, however, 
have a jewel in my navel. I am not. in any case, in the habit of 
showing my genit^s to female make-up artists, (or male ones for 
that matter). Heresay is my guess. Sorry if this is a disappointment. 
For the record, my taitooage is as follows: A swallowtail butterfly 
on my lower abdomen (only slightly altered by the gunshot); above 
that, the Sun. in front of which, a naked, rampant raven-haired 
woman; on my right side, a tiger standing beneath a windblown 
pine tree, in the branches of which, a full moon hangs; beneath 
which, a waterfall ending in a swirling pool on the right buttock, in 
which swims a large golden carp. All this is connected by 
wildflowers, leaves and grasses at the hip-line. A bam swallow 
hovers next to a dandilion on my right thigh. On my left forearm, a 
blind tern covers an old war wound. On my left breast, a heart with 
wings. I’d have a lot more, if it didn't hurt so much.

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PAUL NASCHY 

Spain's Greatest 
Horror Star 

By Lucas Balbo(&MJW) 

If you're a horror movie fan, you should know about Paul 
Naschy. A one time prize fighter and circus weight lifter, the 
muscular director/ writer/star from Bilbao, Spain has played 
Waldemar Daninsky, El Hombe Lobo in 11 features. During 
the height of his popularity in the early 70s he was probably 
the busiest horror star in the world, also playing Dracula, a 
mummy, a hunchback, and various zombies and psychotic 
killers. His characters were often sympathetic and even 
lovesick, but many of his films added sex, nudity, violence 
and gore never imagined in the days of Universe (or even 
Hammer) horror. Naschy played many characters (and 
monsters) as tortured studs. He always seems to be in a love 
triangle and usually has sex while lying on his back. He 
always claimed his films had subversive, anti-fascist/Franco 
themes and takes credit for making horror acceptable in 
Spain. Some Naschy films made it to American screens. I 
first saw him in the at the time amazing WEREWOLF VS. 
THE VAMPIRE WOMEN at the (long gone) Hippodrome 
in downtown Cleveland. Drive-in fans had a hard time 


avoiding DRACULA'S GREAT LOVE, which played 
(under various titles) for years. 

Some Naschy films were released (in drastically cut 
versions) direct to local US TV stations. Once, I saw a 
crowded but boring late night East Village apartment party 
improve greatly when the incomprehensible ASSIGNNffiNT 
TERROR showed up on Channel 9. When reviewed, the 
films get ratings like BOMB, but if you’re reading this 
magazine, those reviews won’t stop you. These days, nearly 
two dozen Naschy movies are available on video. Of course 
many of them are retitled and are cut/censored versions. 
Some of the video releases were simply and cheaply taped 
from TV. We hope the filmography will at least help sort out 
some of the confusion. In the exclusive interview below, 
Naschy talks about how he got started, the state of 
exploitation films in the new Spain and how he ended up 
making movies in Japan! 


This interview was conducted in the Spring of 86, when I 
was in Madrid, visiting and interviewing Jack Taylor, Jesus 
Franco and others. Paul Naschy, who hadn’t made a film in 
two years, was at the time preparing EL AULIDO DEL 
DIABLO (The Howl Of The Devil) with screenwriter 
Salvador Sainz, whose name mysteriously disappeared from 
the credits upon the film’s release. 

"In 66, 1 appeared in a TV series called I SPY with 
two American actors, a black guy and a white guy (Bill 
Cosby and Robert Culp); the episode was called "Plains 
Of Spain." Boris Karloff had a very small part as a Don 
Quixote-like character. He wasn’t in good health due to 
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LA MARCA DEL HOMBRE LOBO above Ufi and right. 






his rheumatism, but it was an interesting and curious 
experience for me. My first starring role was in LA 
MARCA DEL HOMBRE LOBO. Once the script was 
completed, they needed someone to play the werewolf 
part. Basically, they wanted Lon Chaney Jr., but he was 
too old and refused their offer. So, because I’m an actor 
first and foremost, I immediately accepted this role, 
which the German co-producers offered me. Before this, 
I had a few bit parts in some American films that were 
shot in Spain. At the time, I was a student of architecture 
and I noticed a magazine was announcing auditions for 
English speaking actors. I went to the address shown 
and was chosen, along with six or seven others, out of a 
crowd of a thousand people. This brought me the 
opportunity to play four or five small parts and to get a 
firsthand Imowledge of what cinema was about. It was 
kind of a lark, because I hadn’t planned to become an 
actor; I thought I would find it too hard. 

’’For LA MARCA DEL HOMBRE LOBO, the 
Germans wanted an Anglo-Saxon sounding name for the 
film’s overseas distribution. They didn’t want a Spanish 
name (Naschy’s real name is Jacinto Molina Alvarez). 
They called me from Munich, telling me they needed a 
pseudonym within an hour, or they would pick one 
themselves for the publicity materials! I grabbed a 
newspaper, found an article on Pope Paul VI and chose 
Paul as the Christian name. Then I remembered a dear 
weightlifting friend of mine. ..I was the Spanish 
weightlifting champion some time ago... whose name 
was Naschy, and this is how I became Paul Naschy. I 
think film schools are very useful; in fact, I taught acting 


for three years at the Genova Street School of the 
Cinema in Madrid. It’s useful to hone your skills, but 
there aren’t enough film schools in Spain. In fact, the 
school where I worked, which was very good, no longer 
exists”. 

It’s interesting to note that in 1936, the year 
Molina/Naschy was bom. Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
seized power in Spain. (In 1939 Franco won the bloody 
Spanish Civil War). Right after Franco (finally) died at 82 in 
1975, Naschy directed for the first time. He went on to 
direct and write many films, using his real name, and 
continued to star and act as Naschy. When Franco was alive, 
censorship in Spain was very strict. The Spanish public saw 
tamer versions of Naschy’s films than in other countries. Sex 
on screen was forbidden. Franco’s death changed life in 
Spain for everyone. Film censorship was eventually lifted, 
which sounds good, but new laws stated that productions in 
Spain had to be Spanish, doing away with the international 
money Naschy had depended on. 

INQUISITION (76) was Naschy’s first effort as 
director/writer/star. 

”It’s a film about the French Inquisition and a very weird, 
interesting French Inquisitor. Due to the very strict 
censorship here, I set the film in France so that it would 
look removed from Spain. (This is a recurring habit of 
Naschy’s films.) The film did very well at the box office 
here”. I made an historical epic called LOS 
CANTABROS (named for a Spanish mountain region) 
which recreates the Roman conquest of Cantabria, a 
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•’EL ULTIMO KAMIKAZE (84) is an action film about 
the illegal trafficking of weapons in Egypt, shot in 
Spain, Egypt and New York City. I really had great 
expectations for MI AMICI EL VAGABUNDO (84), 
because it was such an unusual film for these times. It is 
very romantic. I played the part of a man who adopts a 
boy, the film’s principal character. The story is set in the 
subway stations of Madrid, and told in the traditional 
style of popular 40s novels. Jose Bodalo, a very good 
Spanish actor, who died recently, also appeared in it. 
The boy was played by my own son (Sergio) in his first 
screen appearance. He followed it with other films for 
other directors, but I would prefer that he doesn't 
became an actor; it's too difficult a job. During the 
filming, a gun went off near my eyes and we were 
forced to stop shooting for a month, because my eyes 
had to remain behind bandages. We were filming a 
dream sequence, where the boy dreams he is living in 
the old west. 

"OPERACION MANTIS (84) was a box-office 
disaster. It was a spy comedy with Jose-Luis Vasquez, 
who is very famous here, and Jose Sazatomil, who is 
also well known. With the film, I lost everything.. .about 
50,000,000 pesetas...and this caused my Japanese co- 
producers to bail out of our deal. Because of this, I 
haven't made a film in two years. I acted in a short 
Basque film, PESCE (Fish), the story of a swimmer who 
transforms into a fish. I played a doctor in it, a sort of 
Peter Cushing type. 

"In Spain, the national funds are allotted to only a 
small group of directors. Among the members of the 
film commission, horror and fantasy films are not 
considered interesting and they receive no support. Only 
films about the Spanish Civil War, the totalitarianism of 
Generalissimo Franco, or psychological dramas receive 
funding, and these are box-office failures which receive 
no overseas release. It is very difficult for independent 
Spanish producers to survive, especially considering the 
escalating technical costs, and most of them have 


actually stopped working. The government only 
supports those political filmmakers who waste several 
hundred million pesetas on films without any profit- 
making potential; always with the same actors; 
Francisco Rabal, Fernando Rey, Juan Diego, Agustin 


Marked by Satans Teeth 
and the Worshippers of 
the Occult. The Devil God 
Rises and marks his path 
with Mutilated Bodies! 
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Spanish province of the Pyrenees. I played the part of the 
Roman general Marcos Agrippa. It was a large-budgeted 
epic, full of costumes and battle scenes on horseback". 


Another 1980 release, EL RETURNO DEL HOMBRE 
LOBO (THE CRAVING) was his first Waldemar Daninsky 
film in five years (and his 9th time in the role). Similar to 
THE WEREWOLF VS. THE VAMPIRE WOMEN, it was a 
resounding flop. After a few years of mostly non-horror 
roles in movies that seldom played outside of Spanish 
speaking territories, Naschy ended up turning to Japan for 
funding. He also directed a series of documentaries about 
Spain for Japanese television. The first Japanese co- 
production, EL CARNAVAL DE LAS BESTIAS (HUMAN 
BEASTS) (1980) is the only one that's made it to the US. 
During 83/M he made five more Japanese co-productions. 


"LA BESTIA Y LA ESPADA MAGICA (83) is more of 
a fantasy than a horror film, with exceptional 
photography, which we filmed with a big budget in 
Toshiro Mifune's studios in Tokyo. It's a mixture of 
Japanese legends and the Waldemar Daninsky saga. The 
film begins in Toledo around the XVI Century and then 
continues in Kyoto. We filmed for a week in Spain and 
five weeks in Japan. It didn't do as well at the box office 
as LATIDOS PANICO, because the production was 
more expensive, and LATIDOS was more realistic in 
tone. In fact, there are two versions of LA BESTIA: a 
"continental" version which runs two hours; and another 
lasting three hours, which was distributed only in Japan, 
where it played to considerabl box-office success. 
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Gonzales, Charo Lopez... For example, EL 
CABALLERO DEL DRAGON (STAR KNIGHT) (85) 
with Klaus Kinski and Harvey Keitel, cost perhaps 
300,000,000 pesetas but made no money, despite a great 
deal of media coverage. The horror/fantasy cinema has 
ceased to exist in Spain. 

"I recently finished a script called HERENCIA 
INFERNALE (Hellish Inheritance) which would 
feature Alaska (a popular Spanish rock vocalist) in a 
starring role. It's the story of a rock group touring in 
Central Europe which segues into a classical horror 
story full of zombies, sorcery and a contemporary 
musical score. I would also like to make another 
werewolf movie, in New York. The project is presently 
in development with an American company".

Since Lucas Balbo talked with Naschy, EL AULIDO 
DEL DIABLO (HOWL OF THE DEVIL), was completed. 
In an interview published in European Trash Cinema 
magazine (#8), the original (now uncredited) scriptwriter 
Salvador Sainz called Naschy a pirate, an idiot, a 
meglamaniac, and "my avowed enemy". Legal problems 
concerning this bitter conflict have kept Naschy's new attempt 
at a return from being distributed.

PETER FONDA By Lowell Goldman (+MJ\V) 

Peter Fonda has been acting 
professionally for nearly 30 years now, 
but he's always been overshadowed by 
his father and sister. His first film roles 
were as nice, naive or neurotic young 
men, but he became famous as a 
symbol of freedom and anarchy, riding 
Harley's and taking drugs in three of 
the most influential features of the 60s. 
During the 70s he directed three films 
and was in some popular CB/ 
country/trucker/car crash movies. 
Later on he played character roles and 
to the amazement of some older fans, 
starred in some Rambo type mercenary 
movies. Today he's still busy (mostly in 
Europe) and a third generation Fonda 
(his daughter Bridget) is starting to 
look like a major star. 

Peter Fonda was bom in New York City on February 
23, 1940, the year his famous father was on screen in 
THE GRAPES OF WRATH, Fritz Lang’s THE 
RETURN OF FRANK JAMES and two other 20th 
Century features. His sister Jane had been bom in . 1937. Their 
mother was Henry Fonda's second wife, Frances Seymour 
Browkaw. The children were raised on an isolated 9- acre farm in 
Brentwood. Frances Fonda killed herself in 1950 in a rest home

where she was being treated for a breakdown. After he found out 
what happened, 10 year old Peter shot himself in the stomach. He 
and Jane then lived with their maternal grandmother in 
Greenwich, Ct. and with their father in New York. They had 
three step-mothers over the years. Peter made his acting debut at 
the same Lincoln, Nebraska playhouse where his father had 
made his debut 35 years earlier. While attending the University 
of Omaha he had the lead in HARVEY. He had a starring role in 
his first Broadway play in 1961, BLOOD, SWEAT AND 
STANLEY POOLE, and married Susan Brewer the same year. 
(Jane had already made her film debut in 1960.) 

67*’ Peter started acting on TV series in 1962. For his 1963 
film debut, he was a young intern in Universal's TAMMY AND 
THE DOCTOR starring Sandra Dee and produced by Ross 
Hunter. It was the third in a series. The support cast included 
Adam West, Doodles Weaver, and Joan Marshall (a.k.a. Jean 
Arliss of HOMICIDAL). THE VICTORS (63) was an epic three- 
hour all-star WWII movie filmed in Europe. Fonda was 
impressive in a small role as a naive soldier who tries to rescue a 
stray puppy. It was his first film under a Columbia contract. 
LILITH (64) by Robert Rossen, was more impressive. He played 
a sensitive, suicidal mental patient alongside Warren Beatty and 
Jean Seberg. The same year in THE YOUNG LOVERS for 
MGM, he was a college student who got to ride a motorcycle and 
worry when his girlfriend Sharon Hugueny gets pregnant. The

[ C3st included Nick Adsms snd Deborsh Walley, who were 
married in rral life for a while. Also in 1964, the Fondas had a 
daughter, Bridget. Except for some more TV appearances, Peter 
! Fonda was only in these four major studio films before meeting 
Roger Corman and becoming a counterculture idol and star of 
the PSYCHOTRONIC 60s. Meanwhile he hung out with some 
pretty famous friends. While taking LSD with the Beatles, he 
whispered to John, T know what it's like to be dead", a line that 
showed up in^ She Said She Said" on the Revolver album. Brian 
Jones gave him some hexagonal mirror glasses that impressed 
I Roger Corman. 

Peter starred as Heavenly Blues in THE WILD ANGELS. 
He picked his own character name from the slang for crushed 
[ morning^ glory seeds. Blues woman Mike (or Monkey) was 
Nancy Sinatra and his gang included Bruce Dem and Diane Ladd 
(married in real life), Michael J. Pollard, and the real Hell's 
Angels of Venice. George Chakiris was originally supposed to 
play the lead, but couldn't ride a motorcycle. Fonda was 
originally hired for Dems part The script was by Charles B 
Griffith, known for writing NOT OF THIS EARTH, BUCKET 
OF BLOOD, LITTLE SHOP OF HORRORS and other Roger 
Corman classics. Monte Heilman was the editor. After exhibitor 
SOTenings in New York, Fonda was booed and a former fan of 
his Broadway career hit him with her umbrella and called him a 
Nazi. The New York Times tailed the film "brutal, vicious, an 
embarrassment" and other critics were even harsher, but THE 
WILD ANGELS made $7 million in rentals (US and Canada), 
made Peter Fonda a star and led to dozens of new biker movies 
featuring Dennis Hopper, Jack Nicholson, Dern and others. A 
poster of Peter on his bike, smoking a joint was a best seller and 
hung on walls next to Brando from THE WILD ONE. The 
instrumental theme by Davie Allen And The Arrows (see PV #2) 
was a #17 hit, spending 13 weeks on the charts. Tower released 
two soundtrack LPs . While THE WILD ANGELS was in 
release, Nancy Sinatra made the charts for the first time with 
"These Boots Are Made For Walking", (a #1 hit), but sued A.I.P. 
for using her picture and name in the 
film's publicity (!). Interviewed in the 
documentary HOLLYWOOD'S WILD 
ANGEL, Fonda said of producer/ 
director Corman, "Life without Roger 
Corman would be very dull for me. I 
consider him part of my brain trust. I 
wouldn't be here talking to you if it 
wasn't for Roger Corman". 

At the time of his first major fame, 

Fonda was a wanted man in real life. 

The L.A. police had a warrant for his 
arrest for possession of nine pounds of 
marijuana. After he was busted, the 
well-publicized trial lasted three months, 
but the drugs weren't even found at his 
home and he had a good lawyer. Peter 
I and his wife had a son Justin and he , 
returned to A.I.P. to play Paul Groves, a ““ 
disillusioned TV ad man who takes LSD 
in THE TRIP, also produced and 
directed by Corman. The cast included 
Susan Strasberg (who had made her 
1958 film debut opposite Henry Fonda 
in STAGE STRUCK) as his wife. Bruce 
Dem (his guide for the trip) cops from 
Dennis Hopper, who gained valuable

experience as an uncredited second unit director. Brandon 
DeWilde and Corman regulars like Dick Miller, Barboura Morris 
and Luana Anders also appear. Reportedly, Fonda turned Corman 
on to LSD to help him prepare to direct THE TRIP and was an 
uncredited co-director and editor during the drug sequences 
(most of the movie). 

The music (released on Mike Curb's Sidewalk label) was 
credited to the late Mike Bloomfield's new group The Electric 
Flag, but also featured important innovative contributions by Paul 
Beaver (Moog synthesizer) and Bob Notkoff (electric violin). The 
album was recently re-issued in England. A.I.P. interfered with the

movies objective look at LSD. They put in an anti-drug disclaimer 

and added a cracked glass optical over Fonda's face to indicate that 
he had been hopelessly shattered by his experience instead of 
becoming more aware. Despite the change, the film was banned in 
England after some psychiatrists called it "dangerous" 
Mainstream critics called THE TRIP incoherent, erratic 
repetitious, nauseating... but it made $5.5 mUlion in rentals. The 
International Submarine Band fied by the late Graham Paisons just 
l»fore he joined the Byrds) are seen but not heard in THE TRIP. 
Corman thought they didn't sound "acid" enough. Fonda got to be 
friends with Parsons and recorded his song "November Nights". 
The (very rare) Fonda single was released (as Chisa OOA) with 
^Donovan's "Catch The Wind" on the other side. The year THE 
TRIP was released, Peter was arrested

Meanwhile, Jane Fonda had married Roger Vadim, starred in 
four French films directed by him and became a star in Europe. 
HISTOIRES EXTRAORDINAIRES was a trilogy of Poe- 
inspired stories released in America by A.I.P. as SPIRITS OF 
THE DEAD, with narration by Vincent Price. The Louis Malle 
and Vadim segments paled next to Fellini’s excellent TOBY 
DAMMIT, but METZENGERSTEIN, Vadim's Fonda follow-up 
to BARBARELLA, is pretty interesting, if only for being the 
only time Peter and Jane were in a film together. As Countess

film reeked of decadence and hinted at incest and bestiality. 
Although it was made earlier and had played in Europe, in 
America SPIRITS OF THE DEAD opened the same month 
(July) as a film that made filmgoers forget just about everything 
else in the summer of 69. 

Fonda formed his own Pando company to make EASY 
RIDER, one of the most powerful and important films of the 60s. 
It was produced and co-written by Peter Fonda who starred as 
Captain America/Wyatt. Terry Southern and director/co- 
star/editor Dennis Hopper co-wrote the script. Some people 
believe that the great unexpected financial success of the low 
budget feature released by Columbia nearly destroyed 
Hollywood. Every major studio lost money and embarrassed 
everybody involved trying to turn out more counter-culture hits. 
Hopper was married to Brooke Hayward, Jane Fonda’s 
childhood-best-friend. Brooke’s mother, actress Margaret 
Sullivan, had been Henry Fonda’s first wife. Brooke’s father, 
producer Leland Hayward was an early agent of Henry. (The 
1977 book and 1980 TV movie ’Haywire’ by Brooke was about 
Margaret, who killed herself in 1960). EASY RIDER’S associate 
producer was William Hayward, Brooke’s brother, and Peter’s 
childhood friend. The executive producer was Bert Schneider, 
who became one third of B.B.S. with Bob Rafelson. Bob 
Rafelson had created, produced (and sometimes directed) the 
Monkees TV series and the Monkees swansong film, HEAD 
(which featured cameos by Rafelson, Nicholson and Hopper). 

BBS Productions went on to back THE LAST PICTURE 
SHOW (by Peter Bogdanovich, a 2nd unit director for THE 
WILD ANGELS) and many Jack Nicholson features. Nicholson, 
who was nominated for an Oscar and became a star in EASY 
RIDER had written the screenplays for THE TRIP and HEAD. 
Mike Nesmith’s trip sequence in HEAD is very similar to Fonda’s 


in THE TRIP and some of the same ideas were perfected in 

EASY RIDER’S famous New Orleans graveyard sequence 
filmed in 16mm). The excellent cinematography was by Lazio 
Covacs, who had just done the LSD/sex movie MANTIS IN 
LACE. The EASY RIDER soundtrack (on Dunhill) was another 
smash seller, making it to #6 and spending 41 weeks on the 
charts. Besides great songs by Jimi Hendrix, The Holy Modal 
Rounders, The Byrds and The Electric Prunes, it included two 
excellent new tracks by Roger McQuinn of the Byrds. "Bom To 
Be Wild" by Steppenwolf became a #2 hit and a biker national

anthem and their "The Pusher" was banned by many radio 
stations. Some music from THE TRIP was recycled for EASY 
RIDER, but isn’t on the album, which has been re-issued in 
England. Fonda’s new Ipok 29" x 52" EASY RIDER biker 
poster was even more popular than his WILD ANGELS poster. 

Recently, Fonda had some thoughts about EASY RIDER, "I’ll 
tell you something...The trip is not to watch EASY RIDER on 
television. You have to see it on the big screen. You’ll soon 
remember why it’s so powerful. No wonder all those people got 
shook up." Rip Tom was originally cast in the lawyer role. "What 
happened was that Rip Tom wanted a certain amount of money 
for some unknown reason. I even told him that we weren t really 
talking salaries. You see, we were working for scale. Although he 
really wanted to do it, he passed on the part because we couldn t 
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pay him. Still, we remained friends. Then I suggested Jack. 
Dennis said to me that he’s not sure if Jack’s right for the part. 
After all, he’s not from Texas. I think I said, ’Come on Dennis, 
give me a fucking break. Jack’s a fine actor. He can play a 
Texan.' Of course. Jack was brilliant in the part." Before and 



during the 20th anniversary of EASY RIDER’s release, there was 
talk of a sequel. "There has been a lot of talk about it. 
Commercially it could have been a tremendous success. Besides, 
Nicholson and myself were ready to do it if the script had been 
really good. Still, somehow I doubt if the film will ever happen. 
In fact. I’ll flat out say it’ll never happen." It’s no wonder that a 
sequel was seriously considered. EASY RIDER has earned over 
$19,100,000 in rentals. In 1990, Rafelson and Schneider filed 
suit against Columbia to stop EASY RIDER from being aired on 
TV in a cut/censored form. The theatrical release was 94 minutes 
long. Now there’s talk of the original pre-release 4 1/2 hour (!) 
version being released on video. 

After playing a brief cameo in Dennis Hopper’s fascinating 
but career- killing THE LAST MOVIE (also backed by BBS), 
Fonda directed and starred in his own western, THE HIRED 
HAND, made by his Pando company and released by Universal. 
"You know, THE HIRED HAND is available on video. Kartes 
Video Classics put it out. It’s worth noting that it’s an excellent 
copy. They took it off the camera negative so it looks cleaner and 
brighter. They do that with commercials. That’s the proper way to 
transfer a film to video. We made a dam good film for nine 
jucks." The producer was William Hayward. The excellent 
cinematography was by Vilmos Zsigmond. Fonda and Warren 
Oates played drifters and friends who both become involved with 
the same woman, Verna Bloom (Fonda’s real-life girlfriend at the 
time). "Warren Oates was my dear friend...He still is but he's not 
here to hear it." The film opened and closed in three weeks. He 
took THE HIRED HAND to Europe and showed it at film 
festivals. "It was always received favorably. THE HIRED HAND 
was a elassic when it hit the sunds. The New York Times called 
it a masterpiece. I don’t know if it was a masterpiece. After all it 
was my first film to direct. I remember Universal was going to 


put up a billboard on Sunset Blvd., showing me without a shirt, 
wearing a cowboy hat and a pistol stuffed in my pants. The 
billboard was going to say something like, THAT EASY RIDER 
RIDES AGAIN!’ I went to Universal and said you take that 
down or I’ll take it down. I was prepared to lake it down with 
explosives. Needless to say I was pissed off! They paid 
themselves a hefty fee upfront to distribute my film. I didn’t see a 
pickass dime. Those assholes were trying to put my film in the 
fuckin’ toilet. I wouldn’t stand for it. At least I got them to take 
the billboard down." Despite the commercial failure of his 
western, many critics have praised it highly. 

Fonda was on the cover of Rolling Stone in 71 and his Pando 
company made a second film called IDAHO TRANSFER. The 
producer again, was Hayward. Peter directed but did not act The 
casts was made up of unknowns and Keith Carradine. "The film 
was in release for only three weeks when the distributor 
(Cinemation) went bankrupt. The banks had the film for years. 
Luckily, 1 was able to retain the rights." The science fiction 
parable concerns a group of highly trained young scientists who 
have transferred themselves into the future and find there’s 
nothing left alive. "There obviously has been some kind of 
disaster. "They had no chance to get back to the present. They’ve 
got to strike out and create some sort of civilization. There are 
also three time zones in the film. There is the present, 56 years 
into the future, and 2000 years hence. To capture the mood of the 
piece the film was shot entirely on location in Idaho." Slimetime, 
one of the few publications that reviewed IDAHO TRANSFER 
when it was released on video in 1988 called the film dreary and 
boring. A new intro features Fonda talking about environmental 
awareness. Other environmental issue features in 1971 were 
SILENT RUNNING (with Bruce Dem), ZERO POPULATION 
GROWTH, and GODZILLA VS. THE SMOG MONSTER. 

Fonda didn’t act again until TWO PEOPLE (73) directed by 
Robert Wise. He played a Viet Nam deserter on his way home to 
turn himself in while Lindsay Wagner (in her film debut) is a 
flighty high fashion model he meets on the Marakesh

Express.”We shot the film in sequence. It was designed by Bob. 

It was simply the best way to shoot the film. We rehearsed for a 
week and a half. You know, we spent five weeks on the 
Marakesh Express. It worked out pretty well." DIRTY MARY, 
CRAZY LARRY was a real sleeper, a big drivc-in hit for 20th 
Century Fox, the studio where Henry Fonda had become a star. 
An ex-stockcar racer (Fonda) and his mechanic (Adam Roarke) 
plan a supermarket heist. "It was an unbelievable success," 
Fonda said in a sarcastic tone of voice. "It made a ton of fuckin’ 
bucks. We also shot that film pretty much in sequence. We had 
about 20 exciting stunts and about five minutes worth of acting. 
We had to make our scenes count. Adam Roarke, Susan George 
and myself were sort of like the Three Stooges I guess you could 
say. I couldn’t believe that so many moviegoers had seen the film 
lour or five times. I could understand them seeing EASY RIDER 
four or five times or maybe even the HIRED HAND, but why 
DIRTY MARY, CRAZY LARRY? Heck, I was even 
embarrassed by the tide. Although I must add that I had a fine 
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lime making the film. It was a lot of fun.” The film also featured 
Vic Morrow as the sheriff and and uncredited Roddy McDowell. 
It earned $15,200,000 in rentals. In 1974 Fonda and Susan 
Brewer were divorced. 

The late Peter Collinson's brutal thriller OPEN SEASON was 
a Spanish/Swiss co-production about three Viet Nam vets 
hunting humans. ”Oh man... I had a good lime on that one. That 
was my first chance to play a really evil guy. 1 liked working 
with Richard Lynch and John Phillip Law. We shot it just outside 
Madrid and in Detroit. I wish that film was available on 
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videocassette. I really like that film.” KILLER FORCE co- 
staned Telly Savalas, Christopher Lee and Maude Adams. Val 
Guest's action packed international potboiler was filmed in South 
Africa. RACE WITH THE DEVIL (20th Century), was an 
action/horror movie about devil worshippers after vacationers in 
Texas. It was directed by the late Jack Starrett who also acted and 
featured impressive pre- ROAD WARRIOR hyj^r chases. Wes 
Bishop and Lee Frost, better known for movies like LOVE 
CAMP 7 and THE SCAVENGERS produced and wrote the 
script. Warren Oates, Loretta Swit, and R. G. Armstrong co- 
starred with poisonous snakes and lots of crashing vehicles. It 
earned nearly $6 million in rentals. 

Fonda played the lead in Thomas McGuane's offbeat 
comedy/drama 92 IN THE SHADE for United Artists. He was 
cast with Warren Oates (for the third time) as rival tourist fishing 
boat guides in the Florida keys. The interesting cast includec 
Margot Kidder (as his girlfriend), William Hickey (as his father), 
Burgess Meredith (as his grandfather), Harry Dean Stanton and 
Elizabeth Ashley (as a tourist guide and his wife), Sylvia Miles, 
and Joe Spinell. "I'm not exactly thrilled with 92 IN THE 
SHADE. I hoped it would turn out to be a belter film. I like it in 
some ways. ..I’m not happy with the editing and some of the 
music. You know, it was a film I very much wanted to produce 
myself, but Eliot Kastner got his hands on the properly and 


produced it. Tm not crazy about Kasmer. You see, after he gets a 
project off the ground, he usually doesn't give a rat's ass about 
it”. In 1981, the film was re-released, re-cut with a toned-down 
ending. Maldng his directorial debut on 92 IN THE SHADE was 
novelist Thomas McGuane, who went on to write Nicholson’s 
MISSOUIRI BREAKS. The year 92 IN THE SHADE was first 
released, Fonda married Portia Rebecca Crockett (Becky) after 
she left her husband McGuane, who then married Margot Kidder. 
Fonda, Oates and McGuane all had neighboring Key West 
Rorida homes at the time. ”I married his ex-wife. She divorced 
him after the film and married me. I guess you could say I got the 
l)estpart of the deal”. 

FIGHTING MAD was directed and written by Jonathon 
Demme (who had already made CAGED HEAT and CRAZY 
MAMA) and was produced by Roger Corman for 20lh Century. 
Fonda played an Arkansas farm man who uses a bow and arrow 
to fight a powerful corrupt real estate development company that 
had caused the deaths of his father and brother and uses illegal 
strip mining. His co-star was Lynn Lowry (I DRINK YOUR 
BLOOD, THEY CAME FROM WITHIN...). FUTUREWORLD 
was A.I.P.'s weak sequel to the hit WESTWORLD, but it still 
made $4 million in rentals. Fonda and Blythe Danner played 
reporters investigating a simulated space flight. They discover a 
world domination plot, Yul Brynner makes a token appearance, 
and Peter plays hologram chess, fights ninjas, and is cloned. In 
OUTLAW BLUES, scripted by B.W.L. Norton, he was Bobby 
Ogden, an ex-con country singer on the run with Susan St. 
James. Some say it copied too much from Elvis’ 1957 hit, 
LOVING YOU. Capitol released a single with a picture sleeve of 
Fonda singing the theme song. OUTLAW BLUES made 
$4,300,00 in rentals. Both FUTURE WORLD and OUTLAW 
BLUES were directed by Richard T. Heffron, whose credits 
include over 20 TV movies. They were the last major financial 
hits that Fonda starred in. HIGH-BALLIN was more country 
themed action with Fonda and singer Jerry Reed as truckdrivers. 
Helen Shaver was a female driver. It was a Canadian co- 
production. 

Fonda directed and starred in WANDA NEVADA. He played 
a gambler in the 1950s west who wins 12 year old Brooke 
Shields in a game. The pair then hunts for gold in the Grand 
Canyon. "U.A. dumped the film. I was pissed off again. The 
studio just didn’t understand the picture. In fact, I had wanted 
them to sell the film back to me. I offered the studio six million

dollars. After all, they would be ahead of the game and also look 
good to their stockholders. Well, they didn’t lake me up on it. 
WANDA NEVADA was also probably the best work Brooke 
Shields has ever done on film. I think because she is so beautiful 
and so smart, most directors have been afraid of her. They’re not 
afraid of her like they’re afraid of my sister, but afraid of her 
because they don’t know how to talk to her. They simply don't 
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know how to direct Brooke. My father also played an old 
prospector. He was hilarious. He told me that I should only shoot 
him from a long distance because the beard he was wearing was 
so phoney. In fact, the beard was 
pretty bad. At any rate, he just did 
the part for me as a favor and it 
turned out to be a wonderful thing 
for all of us. He said that he had 
never worked with a director who 
had such rapport with his crew. He 
even sent me a letter that I got on 
the set. It was such a beautiful letter 
that I shared it with the crew. I've 
had a lot of people trying to find the 
film. I've traced it to Warners Home 
Video. They have the European 
rights, but they've done nothing 
with it I've had a tough time trying 
to get the straight story about what 
really happened to the home 
cassette rights for WANDA 
NEVADA." (Since this interview, 
the video has been released.) 

THE HOSTAGE TOWER was 
an Alistair MacLcan thriller about the Eiffel Tower made for TV. 
Fonda had a silly cameo as a bike gang leader iii 
CANNONBALL RUN. SPASMS was about N'Gana Sunbu, a 
tropical snake. Fonda was a parapsychologist and Oliver Reed 
was a millionaire with a telepathic link to the killer snake from 
hell. It was directed in Canada by William Fruet (HOUSE BY 
THE LAKE) and had a score by Tangerine Dream. "They

couldn't figure out how to end the damn film. I told Ollie that it's 
up to him to make that huge snake look good...'You'vc got to 
make it look like it's going to kill you Ollie!' He was probably 
sober part of the time. It's really 
too bad. He’s a joke on himself. 
You know, the poor guy is very 
talented. It's just that he's simply 
become a caricature of himself. 
Fonda had his most colorful role in 
years as a charismatic Moonie- 
type cult leader in Ted Kotcheffs 
SPLIT IMAGE (82). The 
underrated Canadian film also had 
a typically strong performances by 
James Woods as a deprogrammer 
and Brian Dcnnehy as the father 
who hires him. Another good 
Canadian feature, TICKET TO 
HEAVEN delt with the same 
subject SPLIT IMAGE was barely 
released to theatres, played on 
cable, then was cut to shreds for 
late night network TV screenings. 
In 1982, Henry Fonda died at 76 


after becoming the oldest person to receive a best actor Oscar. 

JUNGLE HEAT, shot in the Philippines was about a lost tribe 
of pygmies. Deborah Baffin was the anthropologist and Fonda 
played a drunken helicopter pilot. It was directed by Goldie 
Hawn's ex-husband Gus Trikonis. Fonda even made a fantasy 
film in Japan. "I play a superman. But, I don't act or dress like 
Superman. I'm dressed in a coat, tie, and tails. At any rate, I can't

fugitives were Irene Cara and Tatum O’Neal. The Gore 
Gazette said "Peter Fonda adds class as sex hungry 
pimp/dmg dealer". In the TV movie A REASON TO LIVE, 

Fonda was the suicidal father of 
Ricky Schroder. HAWKEN'S 
BREED was produced, directed 
and written by Charles B. 
Pierce (THE LEGEND OF 
BOGGY CREEK I and II), It 
was made in 1986, the same 
year the Jane Fonda was 
nominated for her 7th Oscar. 
HAWKEN'S BREED was 
released direct to video this 
year. Fonda plays a frontier 
trapper. "If that film ever saw a 
projector, Td be very surprised. 
It was never finished. We had a 
very inept producer. They still 
owe me money". He was also 
in some recent action movies. 
Cannon's MERCENARY 
FIGHTERS, filmed in South 
Africa and FATAL MISSION (which he also co-wrote), a 
Japanese/American co-production filmed in The Philippines, 
with Fonda as a CIA assassin in Viet Nam. Both of these 
movies also feature Robert Mitchum’s son Jim. Fonda claims 
that he was offered a leading role in the mini series

WITH 'EM 
Tim Lucas of Video 
Watchdog magazine 
brought to my 
attention the fact that 
RHINO video has been seriously messing with some of 
their recent releases hosted by Elvira. I think RHINO 
(now distributed by MCA) is a maverick video (and 
music company) responsible for a large and growing 
catalog of great titles. I even wrote the box copy for six 
of their recent 50s science fiction video releases. And 
although I don't see her TV program (no cable!), I 
enjoyed Elvira’s movie. The problem is that instead of 
just introducing features (like Mamie Van Dooren did), 
she does her comedy schtick during the tapes (actually 
superimposed on the comer of the screen). Some 
viewers looking for mindless yucks might not care, but 
I don’t think PSYCHOTRONIC readers will appreciate 
the unnecessary and impossible to ignore interuptions. 
Nobody needs to pay to see somebody point out what's 
funny, cheap or bad about THE MASK, NIGHT OF

She arrives by bus at the port authority (where we 
see close-ups of lots of feet pounding the pavement) and 
heads for Central Park (where very loud bird tweets are 
dubbed in). Now known as "Ellen Green from Chicago", 
she goes home with a friendly guy who gets mad, chugs a 
bottle of booze and beats her with a belt.

Ellen claims she's an 
acrobatic dancer and proves it by standing on her head in 
her underwear. Both women lounge around in bikini 
underwear while the camera goes to the left of the room, 
then to the right and back again and instrumental jazz ^d 
rock music plays. A newspaper XTRA! headline 
announces, "POLICE SEEK BLONDE SUSPECT IN 
BOSTON MURDER CASE!" After some (offscreen) 
lovemaking, she leaves and rents a room for $20 a week. 
The landlady’s husband attacks her, so she takes a job as a 
companion for an older woman, whose son turns out to be 
a detective on the BOSTON MURDER CASE! Meg is 
caught, but she wakes up screaming! It was all a dream! 
Then (ooh no!) the whole story starts all over again! 


the Munchausen book and wonder if he was real. This 
colorful fantasy classic is much more adult than Gilliam's 
version, with topless harem girls, a nude painting that 
comes to life, and a eunuch harem keeper. The Baron has 
encounters with Catherine The Great, Count Calliostro, 
and Casanova. He has a servant Christian who can run 
super fast, he rides a cannon ball and is captured in a 
Turkish fort. They escape in a balloon and go to the moon 
where one day equals an earth year. The man in the moon 
carries around his wife’s head and people grow from tree 
pods. There’s a human clock, living clothes that bark, and 
an invisibility ring. The Baron in this version, played by 
Hans Albers (VARITY, THE BLUE ANG^...) is ageless. 

It’s interesting to note that the Russians are mostly 
shown as drunks devouring piles of caviar. The comic 
badguy Arabs are shown mistreating black slaves. 
Understandably, people in occupied countries didn’t 
necessarily want to see an expensive show-off fantasy film 
backed by Nazis, it certainly wasn’t welcome in America 
at the time, and the UFA studios disappeared just two 
years later. A fantasy film that could have been as famous 
as THE WIZARD OF OZ and THE THIEF OF BAGDAD 
is unknown to most and pretty much lost in history. Von 
Baky, The Hungarian-born director was still active in the 
early 60s.

BARON MUNCHAUSEN (Vid City, 43) D Josef Von 
Baky S Erich Kasmer 

1943 was the 25th anniversary of Germany’s famous 
UFA studios, the company that had produced "THE LAST 
LAUGH, METROPOLIS and many other classics. Of 
course by then, the studio and everything else was owned 
and run by the^ state. Goebbels choose BARON 
MUNCHAUSEN, which had already been filmed in 
France (09), Italy (14), US (27) USSR (29) and 
Czechoslovakia (40) as the prestige anniversary color epic 
release. I was amazed how much Terry Gilliam’s 
overblown and overbudgeted version copied this one 
(available with subtitles on tape). It opens at a lavish 18th 
century party. All of a sudden you notice an electric light, 
then a car, an realize it’s a costume party. People talk about 
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mankind with a stolen telepathy ray. The ray gun 
(disguised as a camera) turns everything negative while it's 
on and makes one man an instant violin virtuoso, makes a 
friendly postman a killer zombie, makes a hangman hang 
himself, and a Duke steal Princess Diana's (!) jewels. Peter 
Van Eyck plays Major Turn of Scotland Yard. He lives 
with his cigar smoking mystery-fan mother when not 
traveling back and forth between Munich and London. 
Klaus Kinski (who was appearing in as many as 10 films a 
year back then) is Joe Right (!), a British Inspector who 
seems pretty dull until the Dr. turns the ray on him and he 
becomes a double agent killer. Since the ray's effects only 
last for 24 hours, Klaus gets to snap out of it a few times. 
The 5th in a series of 6, this Mabuse film was based on the 
writing of Bryan Edgar Wallace, son of the famous 
mystery writer. The 60s Mabuse films and countless Edgar 
Wallace mysteries deserve a revival. Somebody should put 
them back on late night local American TV stations again 
where they belong! 


FLORIDA! 

JUST FOR THE HELL OF IT (Something Weird, 68) 
P/D Herschell Gordon Lewis, S- Allison Louise Downe 

JUST FOR THE HELL OF IT was way ahead of it's 
time. Except for some bikers, movie teenagers just didn't 
act like this until maybe THE CLASS OF 1984. A group 
of normal looking middle class "gang" members totally 
smash up a house, a cafeteria, a club, and an office, pour 
paint on people, start fires, torment a blind man, attack 
little kids playing softball, put a baby in a garbage can, and 
enjoy every minute of it. They lure young schoolgirls to a 
party telling them singing star "Rocky Reeves" will be 



there, and drug the girls drinks. Newspapers with 
headlines about the violence are shown being burned, 
stabbed, splattered with paint and axed! JUST... is 
overlong and crude with some strange jazz music and 
other totally silent long scenes. Lewis throws in a very 
small amount of nudity and blood, but mostly shows 
DESTRUCTION. Frequent fade-outs were probably used 
for the same reason Jim Jarmusch used them in 
STRANGER THAN PARADISE - to hold together 
leftover film stock. Ray Sager, who went on to star in 
Lewis’ WIZARD OR GORE plays gang leader Dexter like 
he wishes he was Bruce Dem. Nancy Lee Noble is Mitzi 
his wild sadistic cute blonde girlfriend. Lewis himself 
wrote "Destruction Inc." the great folk theme song ("Get in 
off the street or you’re bound to meet - Destruction!.") to 
this Miami marvel. It was filmed back to back with the 
better known SHE DEVILS ON WHEELS and includes 
many of the same cast members. "They're the coming 
generation...They're coming from the zoo!." 

FIREBALL JUNGLE (Dark Dreams, 68) D - Joseph P. 
Mawra, S - Harry Whittington, P - G.B. Roberts 

Before Lon Chaney Jr. ended his career in two pathetic 
A1 Adamson movies, he played Sammy, the unshaven, 
beer drinking, Lenny-like junk car lot manager (who talks 
to his dog Herman) in this violent, wacked-out car race 
movie. Top billed John Russell, who looks like a 1920's 
villain, is Mr. Nero, a playboy gangster who likes golf. 
The real star though is the crazy, hotheaded stock car racer 
"Cateye" Mears, played by "Cateye" Mears, who looks 
sorta like Link Wray. Cateye and his buddies ride 
motorcycles, beat people, put out cigarettes on faces, use 
switchblades and broken bottles in fights, and steal 
women. An R+B crooner sings at an imitation Playboy 
club, girls fight on the beach to instrumental surf music 
(the loser is dragged by her hair behind a motorcycle), and 
there's a (real) elimination race with 67 cars! An amazing, 
long filler comedy sequence is in a bizarre club where gay 
men and women sit on toilet seats at the bar and beer 
comes from a urinal. One woman has a painted on dress, 
another has eyes painted on her eyelids (a great shock 
effect). A Tiny Tim imitator (!) with a howling dog 
entertains. All that - plus, the nice, lame, fake hippy group 
Mercy sing their real life hit single, "Love Can Make You 
Happy" (!!!) at the Have-A- Joint club. A sign on the wall 
says, LSD FOR LUNCH BUNCH. The soul theme song 
goes, "It's a fireball jungle we’re living in...". This print is 
pretty washed out, but who cares!

I don’t even have enough space to 
describe all the memorable, absurd parts of FIREBALL

In his first feature, THE NAKED 
WORLD OF HARRISON MARKS (67), he played seven 
famous characters including James Bond and Count 
Dracula. His movies exist, though, to show naked women, 
so his corny burlesque characters get real tiresome.

25X5 THE CONTINUING ADVENTURES OF THE 
ROLLING STONES (GMV, 90) D Nigel Finch, P Andrew 
Solt 

You're probably sick of hearing about The Rolling Stones. 
Maybe you even wish that they would have broken up maybe 
18 years or so ago. If you ever loved this band though, don't 
let all the recent Steel-Bud reunion merchandising stop you 
from seeing this 2 hours plus chronological documentary 
tape with interviews (recent and old, with lots of choice 
quotes), news clips and TV and concert footage. It covers the 
hits, the hype, the censorship, deaths and drugs, marriages 
and the Maharishi. There's enough great material here from 
the Brian Jones, London/Decca days to make it worthwhile. 
Don't expect many whole songs, but unless you're a fanatic 
collector, you've never seen many of these rare clips, going 
back to 64. Early highlights are Brian playing slide guitar on 
"Little Red Rooster", a real rock riot in The Hague, and Brian 
introducing Howling Wolf on Shindig. There's part of the 
amazing "2000 Light Years From Home" video, but 
unfortunately, the music from their underappreciated 
"psychedelic" period gets passed over loo quickly. 

Things get spotty after EXILE ON MAIN ST., but the 
arena years go by faster and are sail fascinating to look back 
on. They do embarrassments like "Angie" and "Star Fucker" 
but also play "I'm A Man" with Muddy Waters and Keith 
sings "Happy." Seeing the Stones do the entire "You Can't 
Always Get What You Want" on the ROCK AND ROLL 
CIRCUS special, Jagger doing "Memo From Turner" in

HEARTBREAK HOTEL (BLACK VENGEANCE, 
REDNECK COUNTY, POOR PRETTY EDDIE) (Vid 
America, 73) P/star Michael Christian, D Richard 
Robinson, S B.W. Sandefur 

Shelly Winters has been in so many obscure movies, it's 
no wonder that few people remember this all star disaster, 
made somewhere in-between the more famous 
CLEOPATRA JONES and TENTACLES. It's been 
showing up under various titles lately, sometimes in boxes 
that might make you think it's a horror movie. The 
unknown Michael Christian stars as Eddie, a gigolo 
would-be Elvis impersonator. Shelly is Binha, a mean, 
alcoholic, racist, vain, jealous, ex-stripper who owns a 
backwoods rustic cabin motel. Her faitWul servant is big 
Ted Cassidy (with a facial scar). Slim Pickens is pretty 
funny as the yokel sheriff ("Hot dayaml") with a retarded 
nephew. Dub Taylor is a bartender/justice of the peace 
("God damn Yankees are like hemorrhoids!"). They're all a 
living nightmare for Leslie Uggams, as a famous TV 
singer unfortunate enough to have her car break down 
nearby. Eddie, who seemed harmless at first resorts to 
rape, then the terrorized woman is locked up, accused of 
stealing a jeep, and put on trial. If that's not distasteful 
enough for you. Shelly does her strip act. You've been 
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warned. Uggams, who had been a regular on SING 
ALONG WITH MITCH, later had better roles in TV mini- 
series like ROOTS and BACKSTAIRS AT THE WHITE 
HOUSE. The director of HEARTBREAK HOTEL did 
another racial conflict obscurity, BLOODY TRAIL (72), 
an R rated western with defeated Confederate soldiers vs. 
African tribesman. It starred Ranee Howard (Ron's dad). 

SOUL VENGEANCE (WELCOME HOME BROTHER 
CHARLES) (Xenon, 75) P/D/S/editor/theme music Jamaa 
Fanaka 

A few years ago somebody described this movie to me 
on the phone. I thought that they must have used too much 
of the wrong drugs and dismissed what they said. IT'S 
ALL TRUE! It starts with bizarre industrial music over 
the credits. Charles (Mario Monte), a former drug 
dealcr/pimp is spending three years in the "slams". The 
plot is very confusing, but flashbacks, nightmares, and 
flashbacks inside of flashbacks try to explain things. One 
nightmare features hysterical laughter, banging pianos and 
lots of photos of men in prison. A hateful corrupt white 
L.A. cop (who had caught his wife with a black man) sets 
up Charles, beats him in the police car and attempts to 
castrate him with a razor. After he's released, a black 
woman works as a waitress to support him while he 
seduces, then kills the wives of the people who had put 
him away. This sick crazy time piece movie has platform 
shoes, afros, red jump suits, the Watts Tower, people 


shooting up, and topless dancers, all typical 70s elements, 
but there's more. Thanks to a mystical cellmate, Charles 
can mesmerize women with his magic growing dick. A 
doctor explains, "His penis had grown to frightening 
limits!" In the scene that will make viewers doubt their 
sanity, you see it grow and strangle somebody. Crown 
International, a name to remember, was the original 
releasing company. Fanaka (the black Ed Wood Jr.?) went 
on to make the only slightly less warped PENITENTIARY 
films (I, n, and especially HI). 


SLASHDANCE (Renteruinment, 89) D/S - James Shyman, 
P- Andrew Maissner 

A female Hollywood cop, played by "Americana", go« 
undercover as a dancer to capture an unknown hooded maniac in 
an old theaue who has been killing women auditioning for a 
musical, with a saw. For those of you who don't know, Americana 
is a star of G.L.O.W. (Gorgeous Ladies Of Wrestling, a hard to 
believe popular TV show). This ridiculous, boring, modem 
Phantom Of The Opera rip-off features seemingly endless scenes 
of dancers practicing, repeated over and over with the same 
irritating repetitious music. There's a comic flasher, 6'4" "Queen 
Kong" (another G.L.O.W. star), offscreen sex and violence, 
pointless Hollywood street scenes, and Fred Olen Ray regular Jay 
Richardson as a comic police captain. Joel Van Omsteiner, a 
veteran of David DeCouteau, Roberta Findlay and Troma (!) 
films, is the producer's brother, the main suspect, who proves 





how crazy he is by eating a goldfish. Shoe fans should know that FLESH AND BLOOD (Oooomm Films, 1990) P/D/S/edit - Jeff 
this movie does include a death-by -high-heel scene. Mentges. 


CURSE OF THE QUEERWOLF (Raedon, 87) P/D/S/editor - 
Michael Pirro 

This pun-filed super 8mm WOLFMAN parody filmed in 
Santa Monica is more silly than offensive and has some funny 
moments. Larry Smaibut (Michael Palazzolo) becomes a 
queerwolf (or dickanthrope) after being bitten on the ass by a 
woman he picked up in a bar that turns out to be a man (but is 
played by an actress). QUEERWOLF makes fun of gays and 
homophobic macho bachelors. After a transformation, Larry 
suddenly has an earring, limp wrists and a red hanky in his back 
pocket. He wakes up in a gay bathhouse. All the werewolf cliches 
(full moon, Gypsy, ...) are here, but this Larry has to be killed by 
a silver dildo. DELIVERANCE, THE BEVERLY 
HILLBILLIIES, THE EXORCIST and John Wayne are also 
parodied. Forrest J. Ackerman has his strangest bit part so far as a 
patient who is force fed alcohol until he expands and explodes 
(!), and Ed Wood Jr. regular Conrad Brooks is also in the cast. 
Pirro also made (and starred in) A POLISH VAMPIRE IN 
BURBANK (83) and DEATHROW GAMESHOW (87). 

PETRIFIED BEAST FROM THE FROZEN ZONE (90 Dark 
Dreams) D/S/ed/star/music... Fred Hopkins 

The maker of MOBSTER MANHUNT must have been reading 
Roger Corman’s book about making LITTLE SHOP OF 
HORRORS in a record 2 1/2 days, and decided to make his new 
tape in 2 1/2 hours. Many directors uses stock footage, but 
Hopkins has gone too far! Most of this movie is black and white 
abominable snowman movie footage from HALF HUMAN, 
SNOW CREATURE and MAN BEAST, with the bizarre (color) 
nightclub sequence from FIREBALL JUNGLE thrown in plus 
some more science fiction movie footage. The rest is Hopkins (as 
Fred Vortex) ranting (with his unsynched voice) in an office, a 
guy in a bear mask, and some (very good) local Seattle banBs 
playing live. If you buy these things, he'll only make more, but 
they only cost $13 each (including postage) and the Dark Dreams 
address is in the ad somewhere in this issue. 

SKINNED ALIVE (Cinema Home Video, 90) D/S/editor- Jon 
Killough, P/music/acts - J.R. Bookwalter 


After the Ohio born pom legend John Curtis Holmes died 
from AIDS in 88, Rolling Stone printed a feature articles about 
his drug problems and arrest for suspicion of murder (he was 
involved but was acquitted). Eric Roberts and Christopher 
Walken both want to play him in a movie (Andrew Prine would 
be perfect!) but meanwhile Mentges, a Baltimore/Washington 
D.C.’ area film student who was in the band NO TREND, 
managed to make FLESH AND BLOOD for only $15,000. The 
(mostly black and white) feature plays around with facts and time 
(of course) but it’s fun to watch, has an original jazz score, an 
intro by a "doctor" and is a worthy exploitation accomplishment 
with enough drugs and violence (but no onscreen sex). "Breon" 



FLESH AND BLOOD 


This is a very low budget (around $20,000) first time director 
effort filmed in Mogadore, Ohio (a suburb of Akron). The 
executive producer was David DeCouteau. Producer Bookwalter 
also directed ROBOT NINJA (backed by DeCouteau) and (the 
unreleased) THE DEAD NEXT DOOR (backed by Sam Raimi). 
Co-star Scott Spiegel directed THE INTRUDER which Raimi 
acted in. It's great that these guys can work together and promote 
"mid-western" filmmaking; this just could have been so much 
better. Three crazed killers in a van move in on a family and 
slaughter them. A divorced alcoholic, patriotic ex-cop neighbor 
tries to be the hero. Crawdaddy, the big killer mom, has an eye 
patch and is in a wheel chair. Her daughter is a seductive blonde 
and her ponytailed son (Spiegel) wears a suit and granny glasses. 
A lot of the humor is intentional (including comic sound effects), 
there's plenty of swearing (funny insults like fuckwad, dingleberry 
and shit-for-brains), and some gore. The best effect is an axe going 
all the way through a fat man. Other effects arc just dumb and the 
whole movie moves too slow and gets real boring after a while. 


stars as the pathetic, part-time pimp, drug delivery man and thief 
Johnny "Wade". Everybody treats him like shit, and after too 
much freebasing (he carries a suitcase with the works) he can't 
even do what he’s famous for anymore. My main question is, 
during the brief "pom" scenes (in color), where arc the camera 
and light people?

(SIR) JAMES CARRERAS (81) As the chairman of 
Hammer Films (48-72), Carreras was largely 
responsible for reviving the horror film in the late 
50s by making quality color movies featuring 
monsters that American companies had abandoned. 
Hammer also made notable science fiction hits, lots 
of PSYCHO inspired movies and eventually made 
blood and sex acceptable in horror. His father 
Enrique Carreras had founded Exclusive films with 
Will Hinds (Hammer) in 1935. The new Hammer 
company started production in 1949 and became 
famous in 57 after the worldwide success of THE 
CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN and HORROR OF 
DRACULA (both with Hammer regulars Peter 
Cushing and Christopher Lee). Carreras was 
knighted "for services to the British cinema and 
charity" in 1970. Two years later, he retired and 
handed the company over to his producer son 
Michael. James Carreras died from a stroke. 

IRENE CHAMPLIN (Field) (59) Champlin, from 
Oklahoma was in many TV commercials and on TV 
shows. She was Dale Arden on the Dumont Network 
FLASH GORDON show, filmed in 1951 in West 
Germany. 


BILL CULLEN (70) If you watch American TV game 
shows, you probably grew up watching this guy. He 


was on or hosted 35 of them from 52 to 88, notably 

THE PRICE IS RIGHT and TO TELL THE TRUTH.. 

BOBBY DAY (Robert James Byrd Jr.) (60) Day, from 
Texas, formed The Hollywood Flames, ("Buzz Buzz 
Buzz", #11 in 57) and was the original Bob of Bob And 
Earl. His solo records were on Class. He recorded 
"Little Bitty Pretty One" first, but it was a hit for the 
late Thurston Harris (see PV #6). The song was also a 
hit for Clyde MePhatter (in 62) and The Jackson Five 
(in 72). Day’s big hit was "Rockin Robin", a song that 
made it to #2 in 58. It was also covered by Michael 
Jackson (in 72). The B-side of "Robin" was "Over And 
Over", also recorded by Thurston Harris and later a hit 
for The Dave Clark Five (in 65). Day died from cancer. 

LEW DEWITT (53) One of the Statler Brothers from 
Virginia, DeWitt wrote the gospel/country group’s 
biggest hit "Flowers On The Wall" ("smokin’ cigarettes 
and watchin’ Captain Kang- Kangaroo...’’) which made 
it to #4 on the pop charts in 65. 

HOWARD DUFF (76) Duff, from Bremerton, 
Washington, played Sam Spade on the radio and after 
WWII service played tough characters in classics like 
BRUTE FORCE (47) and THE NAKED CITY (48). 

. He was in five features with his wife (from 51 to the 
late 60s), Ida Lupino, including WOMEN’S PRISON 
and PRIVATE HELL 36 (both 54) and Fritz Lang’s 
WHILE THE CITY SLEEPS (56). They also played 
husband and wife on the TV series MR. ADAMS AND 
EVE (57-58) and were on BATMAN together. Duff 
was in SPACEWAYS (53), WAR GODS OF 
BABYLON (Italy, 62), PANIC IN THE CITY (67) and 
starred in the TV series DANTE (60-61) and FELONY 
SQUAD (66-69). During the 80s, he was a regular on 
FLAMINGO ROAD and KNOTS LANDING and was 
in DOUBLE NEGATIVE (80), MONSTER IN THE 
CLOSET (83), NO WAY OUT (87) and others. Duff 
was also in many TV movies and on programs 
including SCIENCE HCTION THEATRE, ALFRED 
HITCHCOCK, NIGHT GALLERY and FANTASY 
ISLAND. He died from a heart attack. 

ED EMSHWILLER (65) An experimental filmniaker 
and cinematographer from East Lansing, Michigan, 
Emshwiller was also a science fiction illustrator, known 
as EMSH. He was visual consultant for THE LATHE 
OF HEAVEN made for PBS in 1980. 

JILL ESMOND (-MOORE) (82) A stage and film 
actress from London, Esmond was the first wife of 
Lawrence Olivier. She was in Hitchcock’s THE SKIN 
GAME (31) and F. P.l DOES NOT REPLY (32), the 
English version of a feature that was also filmed 
simultaneously with different casts in German and 
French. Other roles (in America) were in 13 WOMEN 
(32), about death by mental suggestion, THE PIED 
PIPER (42), THE BANDIT OF SHERWOOD 
FOREST (46), and her last, A MAN CALLED ADAM 
(66) starring Sammy Davis Jr.

PAUL GIOVANNI (58) An actor, writer and stage 
director, Giovanni wrote the score for the 1973 
feature THE WICKER MAN. 

RICK GRECH (45 ) Grech, who was bom in France, 
played bass, electric violin, and cello with the British 
group FAMILY. In 68, after two LPs, he left for the 
short-lived supergroup BLIND FAITH, whose sole 
LP made it to #1 on the U.S. charts in 69, He then 
joined the short-lived GINGER BAKER’S 
AIRFORCE, then the re-formed TRAFFIC for two 
71 LPs. After that, he did session work and was with 
THE CRICKETS and KGB in America. "The Last 
Five Years" (73) was his only "solo" LP, a 
compilation. 

JIMMY HODDER (42) Hodder was drummer for 
STEELY DAN from 1969 until 74 and played on 
their biggest hits. He was 
found in the bottom of his 
swimming pool. 

RAYMOND HUNTLEY (86) 

A British character actor 
whose many film credits 
include MEET MR. LUCIFER 
(53), THE MUMMY (59), 

OUR MAN IN HAVANA (60) 
and BLACK TORMENT (64). 

He was also the family lawyer 
on the UPSTAIRS 
DOWNSTAIRS series. 


PHILLIP LEACOCK (73) 
Originally a documentary 
filmmaker (like his brother 
Richard), Leacock, from

MARGARET LOCKWOOD (Day) (73) A major 
star in British films since the 30s, Lockwood was 
bom in Karachi, Pakistan. Her acting career started 
on the stage and she was in many films, including 
LORNA DOONE (34), DR. SYN (37), Hitchcock’s 
THE LADY VANISHES (38), THE WICKED 
LADY (45), A PLACE OF ONE’S OWN (44), 
about a haunted house, JASSY (47), as a Gypsy with 
psychic powers, and HIGHLY DANGEROUS (50), 
about plans to use insects to carry out germ warfare. 
She retired in 1955, but returned in one film, THE 
SLIPPER AND THE ROSE (76), as Cinderella’s 
stepmother. 

GORDON METCALFE (43) A TV and stage actor 
and playwright from Chicago, Metcalfe was in 
features including IS THERE SEX AFTER 
DEATH? (71), the Mexican SURVIVE! (76), THE 
HAZING (78). and 
MONSTER IN THE 
CLOSET (87). He had AIDS. 

BRENT MYDLAND (38) 
Mydland, who was born in 
Munich to American military 
parents, became the 
keyboardist for THE 
GREATFUL DEAD in 1979. 
He replaced Keith 
Goodcheaux, who died in 
1980, shortly after quitting 
the group. Goodchaeaux had 
replaced Rod "Pigpen" 
McKeman who died in 1973. 
Mydland died from a drug 
O.D. 


London worked in England and America. His .ANNA PALK (48) The English stage, film and TV 


features include the stark LET NO MAN WRITE 
MY EPITAPH (60) and THE WAR LOVER (62) 
with Steve McQueen. Later on he directed episi^es 
of many TV programs (DANGER MAN, ALFRED 
HITCHCOCK. GUNSMOKE, HAWAII 5-0, MOD

MICHAEL CALLS (72). DYING ROOM ONLY

MEIGHAN LEIGH (Michelle Maira Schei) (26) 
Originally billed as Carolyn Chambers, Leigh was in 
a seemingly endless list of California pom videos 
since 85. Some of them were THE CATWOMAN, 
BLACK MOON RISING, SEX LIVES OF THE 
RICH AND FAMOUS. LUST IN THE WOODS, 
SCREWDRIVER. NASTY NEWSHOUNDS. DEEP 
THROAT III, SECRETS BEHIND THE GREEN 
DOOR. HITLER SUCKS, and A TASTE OF 
BLACK. She also danced at strip clubs. Her death 
was an apparent suicide. 


actress had support roles in THE EARTH DIES 
SCREAMING (64). THE SKULL (65). 
FAHRENHEIT 451 and THE FROZEN DEAD 
(both 66). HORROR ON SNAPE ISLAND (71), and 
THE NEWCOMERS (72). She died from cancer. 

EDDIE QUILLAN (83) A comic actor and leading 
man from Philadelphia, Quillan started as a child in 
his family’s vaudeville act, was in silent Max Sennett 
shorts and many features including MUTINY ON 
THE BOUNTY (35). THE GRAPES OF WRATH 
(40), JUNGLE QUEEN (45 serial). PROMISES! 
PROMISES! (63), with Jayne Mansfield, and THE 
GHOST AND MR. CHICKEN (66). He appeared on 
many TV shows and played several different parts 
on THE ADDAMS FAMILY. 

LEONARD SACHS (82) Sachs was a stage, TV, and 
film actor from South Africa. He was in many British 
films including THE GAMMA PEOPLE (55). THE 
GIANT BEHEMOTH (58), KONGA and SCREAM 
OF FEAR (both 60), THUNDERBALL (65) and on 
DR. WHO (in 66). He died of a kidney failure. 
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FERNANDO SANCHO (72) A Spanish character 
actor who usually played villains, Sancho was in 
Nicholas Ray's KING OF KINGS and 55 DAYS AT 
PEKING. LAWRENCE OF ARABIA. GOLIATH 
AGAINST THE GIANTS (61). many spaghetti 
weserns including MINNESOTA CLAY (65) 
starring Cameron Mitchell, and TARZAN EN LAS 
GRUTA DE ORO. 

PAUL SHANNON (80) Shannon hosted the 
ADVENTURE TIME kids show in Pittsburgh for 17 
years, showing cartoons and Three Stooges shorts. 
The Stooges credited him with helping to revive 
their career in the late 50s, were guests on his show 
many times and gave him a role in THE 
OUTLAWS IS COMING (64). 

WASHBOARD SLIM (Robert Young) (89) A one 
man blues band from 'Texas, Washboard Slim was 
still active and playing in the Philadelphia area. 

RICHARD "DNV" SOHL ( ) Sohl was the pianist 
for THE PATTY SMITH group until 1977. He was 
on her albums. "Horses" and "Radio Ethiopia". He 
returned for her comeback album in 88. 

RAYMOND ST. JACQUES (James Arthur Johnson) 

(60) The Shakespearean actor from Hartford, CT, 
made his fdm debut in BLACK LIKE ME (64) and 
was in THE PAWNBROKER (65). THE 
COMEDIANS (67). MADIGAN, UPTIGHT and 
THE GREEN BERETS (all 68), COTTON COMES 
TO HARLEM (70) and its sequel. He produced, 
directed and starred in BOOK OF NUMBERS (73). 
Some later roles were in THE PRIVATE FILES OF 
J. EDGAR HOOVER (78, as Martin Luther King), 
THE EVIL THAT MEN DO (84), THEY LIVE (88) 
and GLORY (89). On TV, he was a regular on 
RAWHIDE (65-66) and FALCON CREST (83-84), 
was in ROOTS (77) and was on many shows 
including THE MAN FROM U.N.C.L.E.. THE 
GREEN HORNET, TARZAN. THE INVADERS, 
and WONDER WOMAN. He had cancer. 

BUD THACKERY (87) A cameraman and specialist 
in special effects photography from Shawnee, 
Oklahoma, Thackery started his career in the silent 
days. His many credits include THE JAZZ SINGER 
(27). NOAH'S ARK (29). THE MOST 
DANGEROUS GAME (32). KING KONG (33). 
THE PHANTOM EMPIRE (35) and many other 
serials and westerns as the head of Republic's 
process department. He worked on M SQUAD, 
ALFRED HITCHCOCK, THE MUNSTERS and 
other TV programs and continued feature work until 
the late 60s. 

LINN UNKEFER (84) A publicity director and unit 
publicist, Unkefer made sure evervbody knew about 
the Elvis hits G.I. BLUES (60) and BLUE HAWAII 

(61) and every William Castle movie from 13 


FRIGHTENED GIRLS (63) to ROSEMARY'S 
BABY (68). 

STEVIE RAY VAUGHN ( 35 ) The great blues/rock 
guitarist from Dallas died in a helicopter crash along 
with 4 others (all associates of Eric Clapton) in 
August. "Texas Flood" (83) was the first of his 
popular Epic LPs. Many people first noticed him on 
Bowie's "Let's Dance" album. He had just recorded 
an album with his brother Jimmie, formerly of The 
Fabulous Thunderbirds. 

IRVING WALLACE (Wallechinsky) (74) One of the 
best selling authors in the world, Wallace also 
worked on Frank Capra's WWII WHY WE FIGHT 
films, and many screenplays. Russ Meyer adapted 
his THE SEVEN MINUTES for 20th Century Fox 
in71. 
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Philip Carey and Vyonne de Carlo in THE SEVEN MINUTES. 

CHARLES MARQUIS WARREN (77) A 
novclisl/screenwriter from Baltimore, Warren Ixjgan 
directing for Lippert in 1951, moved to other studios 
and specialized in action features and westerns. In 
one year (57), 6 Warren films were released, 
including two horror films for Fox, BACK FROM 
THE DEAD and THE UNKNOWN TERROR. He 
was the original executive producer and frequent 
director and writer for GUNS MOKE, then produced 
and directed RAWHIDE and THE VIRGINIAN. His 
last feature was CHARRO!, starring Elvis and Ina 
Balin. 

ROBERT D. WEBB (87) Webb started as an assistant 
cameraman in 1919. He worked for years as an 
assistant director and directed 15 films. Some of 
them were THE SPIDER (45), SEVEN CITIES OF 
GOLD (55), ON THE THRESHOLD OF SPACE 
and LOVE ME TENDER, Elvis' first film (both 56), 
and PIRATES OF TORTUGA (61). He also did 
second unit work on epics like CLEOPATRA.
